From the best information that can be 
gathered he has skipped. 

And he is alleged to be something like 
$100,000 short, which the books of the con- 
cern show he ought to explain the where- 
abouts of. 

He is not here to do that. 

Hale left Atlanta over a week ago for 
New York for the purpose of getting some 
securities in that city. The business would 
not have taken a day, and at the outside 
he was given until last Monday to return 
to Atlanta. 

But he did not come and -his associates 
in business began to grow uneasy, and 
that. uneasiness increased as the days 
rolled by. 

He was wired yesterday to return at once 
to attend the meetings of the stockholders 
‘who had flocked here from all parts of 
the south, but the telegram was not an- 
swered and the uneasiness increased still 
more. 

Last night Hale hadn’t shown up, and 
this morning he is still missing. 

A prominent attorney interested in the 
affairs of the company, said this morning 
that if he was Hale he would never stop 
this side of a country where fhere was nc 
extradition treaty. 

Attorney J. J. Spalding stated very plain- 
ly that criminal action would be taken 
against Hale as soon as he showed up. 

‘‘He has looted the company out of some- 
thing like $100,000,"’ 
speaking of the matter.

New York, February 24—Thefe was a 
large attendance of spectators this morn- 
ing when the joint legislative committee 
resumed its investigation of trusts, mo- 
nopolies, etc. 

On calling the committee to order. Chair- 
man Lexow said the coal trust would be 
taken up tomorrow. 

President Duke, of the American Tobac- 
co Company, again took the stand. 
said that the American Tobacco Compaiy 
was capitalized originally at $20,000,000, 
which was afterwards increased to $29,835,-

“How much of the stock did yaur cobm- 
pany receive?” asked Chairman Lexow. 

“We received $7,497,000," said Mr. Duke, , 

“So you received $6,000,000 for good will, 
such as patents and trade marks?” 

“Yes, sir.’’ 

“How much did Allen & Ginter receive?” 

‘The same as the Duke Company—$7,497,- 
000.’” 

The witness said that Kinney & Co. re- 
ceived $4,999,000 in stock: Kimball & Co., 
$2,499,000 and the Goodwin Company, $2,499,- 


000. 

‘How much stock was issued for the live 
assets of the various companies?” 

“About $5,000,000 worth of stock.” 

“And how much for the good will, such 
as trade marks, patents, etc.” 

“About $19,990,000.’ 

The witness said that in distrivuting the 
stock the earning capacity of the five 
original companies was considered. 

“Who made the appraisement?” 

“Mr. Ginter, Mr. Kinney, Mr. Emory, Mr. 
Hart and myself.”’ 

“Did the number of the original stock- 
holders exceed fifteen?’’ 

“T think the number ranged from fifteen 
to twenty-five.” 

«The witness said that when the stock was 
increased to $29.835,000 there were about 
forty stockholders. 

‘““How many stockholders have you now?’ 

“About two or three thousand; I don’t 
know the exact number.”’ 

“How was the stock issued?’’ 

“We issued two-fifths preferred stock and 
three-fifths common stock. 

Witness denied that his company had se- 
cured control of all the cigarette-making 
machines by combining with the other com- 
panies. 

“Did you not subsequently secure con- 
trol of a machine that practically removed 
fear of competition?’ 

“Some considered the 
better than ours.”’ 

“Has not the Allison company organized 
in conjunction with the tobacco combina- 
tion?” 

“No, sir; not exactly, 
friendly.”’ 

Witness said that prior to consolidation 
the five original companies employed 5,835 
hands, and in February, 1896, the American 
Tobacco Company had 9,194 employess. 

In reply to another question the witness 
said that the common atock in 1894 paid 12 
per cent: in 1895 it paid nothing. and: in 
1896 it paid 9 per cent in cash. and there 
was also a surplus of $1,400,000. 

Witness attributed the decline in the 
price of the stock from 117 to 6& to unload- 
ing. He said that he held more of the 
stock now than ever before. He declared 
that the output in cigarettes had almost 
doubled since the consolidation. 

Josiah Brown. of Springfield. N. J., sec- 
retary of the American Tobacco Company, 
was then called. In reply to a question

Weshington, February 24.—(Special.)— 
Cleveland and Olney, and others who speak 
for the administration, have been engaged 
all day in what seems to be a concerted 
effort to prove that General Lee has not 
been criticising the administration policy 
toward Americans in Cuba. 

The: hement denials with which the first 
reports of Lee’s resignation were met have 
been reiterated ,every hour today; and this ‘ 
in the face of what appears to be very 
straight, and which certainly are very pos- 
itive declarations from Havana to the con- 
trary. ‘So positive have been the declara- 
tions from the white house and the state 


department that it is now believed General 


Lee has been induced to withdraw his res- 
ignation, or to withhold it. 

The controversy over this question has 
developed very clearly the fact that Gen- 
eral Lee is supremely dis gusted with the 
pro-Spanish policy of the monarchy-lov'tng 
gang now handling the foreign policy of 
this government. 

He urged it as a matter of right and jus- 
tice to the cause of liberty, and also urged 
it as a matter of policy, pointing out to 
the president how he might strengthen his 
administration with the people by, in a 
measure at least, showing some genuine 
Americanism. 


But his argumens were unavailing. The 


administration has continued that people- 


be-damned policy which has characterized 
its position on every public question. What 
the people of the country thought, and 
what right and justice demand, cut no fig- 
ure when weighed in the balance against 
Dupuy de Lome’s suave diplomacy and 
fetching dinners. 

When Lee went hack he determined to 
make no further efforts to win the admin- 
istration to his way of thinking, but sim- 
ply obeyed instruction’ @rom here. He 
chafed under this condition of affairs, but 
felt it his duty to follow that tourse. 

The death of Ruiz was more than he 
could stand, and he gave prompt notice 
of his intention to resign. At least, that 
is the supposition, though it is denied. He 
recommended that the government demand 
The release of all American prisoners in Cu- 
ban jails, with some ships of the navy to 
back up the demand. This demand is sup- 
posed to be the point now in controversy. 

! Manufacturing Glory. 

The administration has been saving one 
surprise with the idea of springing it at 
a time when the result would ‘be a little 
glory just at the eclipse of Clevelandism. 
That was the release of Julio Sanguilly. 

The Spanish have been willing to release 
Sanguilly for some time, believing his case 
a fairly good one. Today the senate com- 
mittee on foreign affairs, through Senator 
Morgan, reported favorable the resolution 
demanding Sanguilly’s release, which w:@ 
introduced some time ago. This will come 
up for consideration tomorrow. 

This action brings out the fact that the 
state department has been working to se- 
cure this release by diplomatic negotiation, 
but has been holding back the culmination 
of its efforts for the purpose of a last grand 
stand play.

ASK FOR DUTY ON 
RGYPTIAN STAPLE 


Meeting of Sea Island Cotton Growers 
at Valdosta. 


A COMMITTEE IS APPOINTED 


Will Appear Before Ways and Means 
Committee. 


WANT A DUTY OF FIVE CENTS A POUND 


On All Cotton Imported Into This 
Country from Egypt—Movement 
to Reduce Long Staple Crop. 


Valdosta, Ga., February 24.—(Spectal.)— 
The convgation of sea island cotton grow- 


ers from Georgia and Florida held in this 
city this evening was attended by -epre- 
sentatives from all of the counties cf the 
sea island cotton belt, and the convention 
was harmonious in its work. 

A. P. Brantley, of Blackshear, was 
made chairman of the convention, and J. 
G. Cranford, of this county, was made 
secretary. The following resolution was 
offered and adopted by a unanimous vote: 

“Whereas, the sea island cotton planters 
of the south are confronted with a grave 
condition, highly discouraging to the profit- 
able production of long staple cotton, ow- 
ing to the large importation of Egyptian 
cotton by our mills, the product of cheap- 
served labor and cheap transportation; 
therefore, be it. 

“Resolved, That A. P. Brantley, of 
Blackshear; Frank Adams, of Jasper, Fla.; 
Jobn R. Young, of Savannah: Worth Bte- 
vens, of Live Oak, Fla.; Louis Strickland, 
J. W. Harrel, J. W. Hagan and J. B. 
Jones be appointed a committee from this 
convention to gather such facts and fig- 
ures as bear upon the subject and, pre- 
senting them to the ways and means com- 
mittee, ask congress, through tha: hody. 
to put a duty of 5 cents a pound on the 
Egyptian staple.” 

The committee went into session after 
the adjournment of the convention, and 
they will memorialize congress on the line 
Suggested in the above lution. 

The next subject taken by the con- 
venticn was toward a pla. by which th» 
cottcr crop may be curtailed and the pro- 
Guction thereby reduced. 

Several suggestions were made by dele- 
gates to the convention, one being that 
the acreage be cut down one-third ef what 
it was lest year. 

Another suggestion was that it be re- 
dt:ced by reducing -the number to a maxt- 
mum limit of ten bales of each plow op- 
erated. The discussion on thes¢ lines was 
from men engaged in planting cotton and 
they wére interesting. It was decided to 
begin crganiz'ng in each county and dis- 
trict of the sea island belt with a view to 
curtalling the crop. 

Chairman Brantley states that the cotton 
planters of Pierce county have already 
agreed to reduce their crop one-third and 
he thought that the planters of the other 
counties agreed to do the same thing. 
Those planters present agreed to make the 
reduction and to do all they could toward 
making the movement general in the en- 
tire belt. 

The committee to get up the memorial 
to congress will not report until tomorrow 
or next day.

Williams et al., relative to a settlement 
of Dodge’s suit for the possession of large 
tracts of land in Telfair, Dodge and other 
About fifty defendants will be 
represented at the conference’ Friday. 
There are nearly four hundred defendants 
in the entire suit. 

It is thought that at the conference 
Friday a satisfactory agreement will be 
reached. If a settlement is made it may 
serve as a basis for settlement of other 
cases. W. B. Hill, of Macon, its leading 
attorney for PBodge. D. F. DeLacey, of 
Eastman, and other revresentatives of 
Dodge arrived in the city tonight to con- 
fer with Mr. Hill preparatory to the con- 
ference Friday. Walter Clements, of East- 
man, is principal attorney for the defend- 
ants in the conference. He passed through 
Macon this evening en routé to Atlanta on 
business connected with the matter and 
will return toncrrow to Macon. 

The result of the conferemce may be 
the entering wedge to the settlement of 
one of the biggest land suits ever ins:i- 
tuted in the south and may stop years of 
expensive litigaticn.

Says Judge Felton Erred in Not 
Charging Jury on Subject of 
Mutual Combat. 


Macon, Ga., February 24.—(Special.)—The 
information reached Macon today that 
the supreme court has granted Chariecy 
Waller, of Bibb, a new trial. The case 
is an interesting one. 


Who Was Present Testi- 


Charley Waller killed Thomas H. Smith 
at a wedding in the country about ten 
miles from Macon, near the Monroe and 
Bibb county lines, in the month of No- 
vember, 189. The two men went to the 
wedding in a buggy together, friendly, 
and after reaching the place they fell 
out, had some dispute over a bottle of 
whisky, some words were passed, they 


both armed themselves with pistols and 
walked about twenty yards from the nouse 
where the wedding was being held, and 
after they got out by themselves they 


commenced shooting at each other—both 


emptied their pistols at each other. 

Tom H. Smith, the deceased, was shot 
five times, and the defendant, Waller, was 
shot once through the body. Tom Smith 
died in a few minutes. Charley Waller 
went from there to the hospital here in 
Macon, and stayed there for some three 
or four weeks, and came near dying him- 
self. After he got well enough he came 
and gave himself up to the sheriff of Bibb 
county, and he was afterwards tried on 
a bill of indictment charging him with the 
crime of murder in Bibb superior court 
during December, 1896. The jury found 
him guilty of murder with a recominen- 
dation to imprisonment for life. After 
said convictiom the defendant’s counsel 
made a motion for a new trial on several 
grounds. One of the grounds was. that 
the court erred in not charging the jury 
the doctrine of mutual combat in connec- 
tion with voluntary manslaughter. Judge 
Willfam H. Felton overruled and refused 
said motion on all its grounds. A bill of 
exceptions was afterwards filed by defend- 
ant’s counsel in January, i897, and the 
case went to the supreme court. That 
tribunal reversed the court below last 
Tuesday on the ground that the coust be- 
low erred in not charging on the subject 
of mutual combat in connection with vol- 
untary manslaughter. That simply read- 
ing the section of the code on manslaughter 
was not sufficient; that it did not explain 
to the jury the isstes involved in the case 
sufficiently for them to pass.upon it in- 
telligently. John R. Cooper and Marion 
Harris represented the defendant. Robert 
Hodges, solicitor general, represented the 


state.

THEY DISPUTE OVER WHISKY 


Slayer Was Convicted and Sentenced 
for Life. 


SUPREME COURT GRANTS A NEW TRIAL 


Says Judge Felton Erred in Not 
Charging Jury on Subject of 
Mutual Combat. 


Macon, Ga., February 24.—(Special.)—The 
information reached Macon today that 
the supreme court has granted Charley 
Waller, of Bibb, a new trial. The case 
is an interesting one. 

Charley Waller killed Thomas H. Smith 
at a wedding in the country about ten 
miles from Macon, near the Monroe and 


Bibb county lines, in the month of No- 


vember, 189%. The two men went to the 
wedding in a buggy together, friendly, 
and after reaching the place they fell 
out, had somé dispute over a bottle of 
whisky, some words were passed, they 


both armed themselves with pistols and 
walked about twenty yards from the tiouse 
where the wedding was being held, and 
after they got out by themselves they 
commenced shooting at each other—both 
emptied their pistols at each other. 

Tom H. Smith, the deceased, was shot 
five times, and the defendant, Waller, was 
shot once through the body. Tom Smith 
died in a few minutes. Charley Waller 
went from there to the hospital here in 
Macon, and stayed there for some three 
or four weeks, and came near dying him- 
self. After he got well enough he came 
and gave himself up to the sheriff of Bibb 
county, and he was afterwards tried con 
a bill of indictment charging him with the 
crime of murder in Bibb superior court 
during December, 1896. The jury found 
him guilty of murder with a recominen- 
dation to imprisonment for life. After 
said convictiomw’ the defendant’s counsel 
made a motion for a new trial on several 
grounds. One of the grounds was that 
the court erred in not charging the jury 
the doctrine of mutual combat in connec- 
tion with voluntary manslaughter. Judge 
William H. Felton overruled and refused 
said motion on all its grounds. A Dill of 
exceptions was afterwards filed by defend- 
ant’s counsel in January, 1897, and the 
case went to the supreme court. That 
tribunal reversed the court below last 
Tuesday on the ground that the court be- 
low erred in not charging on the subject 
of mutual combat in connéction with vol- 
untary manslaughter. That simply read- 
ing the section of the code on manslaughter 
was not sufficient; that it did not explain 
to the jury the issues involved in the case 
sufficiently for them to pass upon it in- 
telligently. John R. Cooper and Marion 
Harris represented the defendant. Robert 
ro tay solicitor general, represented the 
state.

Lest night two white men, surposed 
to be connected with one of the local medi- 
cal colleges, drove out to the graveyard 
and secured Nathan Huggins, who ws @ 
hcvse boy at Van Leer Kirkman’s, to 
guide them to the grave. 

They were seen approaching by the 
guards, and as scon as two of the men 
reached the grave they fired. 

Scme cne was heard to exclaim, “Oh, 
Lord, you have shot the wrong man.” 
Both guards and grave robbers ran, and 
it was not known until Hugeins’s body 
was found that any one was killed. 

Ccroner Lambeth investigated the case 
and the jury repcrted that Huggins was 
killed by Tore Vass. Warrants were sworn 
out against all the parties, charging Vass 
with murder as jrincipal, end the others 
as accomplices. Ed Johns and Ralph 
Odum have been arrested and Vass and 
Smith will be arrested. The affair is being 
closely investigated and an effort to ascer- 
iain who the white men are. but as grave 
robbing is a penitentiary offense, the par- 
ties interested are keeping very dark. It 
is known, however, with which college the 
men are connected. 


ORGANIZING THE PAINTERS. 


A Meeting of the Trade Addressed by 
J. H. Sullivan Last Night. 

J. H. Sullivan, general president of the 
Brotherhood of Painters and Decorators, 
addressed the men of his trade at Feder- 
ation hall Jast night, and took steps to or- 
ganize’ them into a permanent union.

Fitzhugh Lee’s Position. 

After all, it appears that the report of 
the resignation of General Fitzhugh Lee, 
consul general at Havana, was well 
founded. Indeed, it seems to be cer- 
tain that General Lee took direct issue 
with the state department, notifying 
it that he would leave Havana if his re- 
quest for the protection of American 
citizens was further ignored. The New 
York Times reports that General Lee 
cabled his resignation, but that he was 
induced to withhold it on the ground 
that his successor, if appointed, could 
not reach Havana before the change of 
administration, and thus American cit- 
izens would be unprotected in the mean- 
time. The report that General Lee ca- 
bled his resignation is confirmed by The 
New York Herald, The New York Sun 
and other prominent newspapers. ‘ 

Let every congressman, every Ameri- 
can, understand the significance of the 
position now taken by Consul General 
Lee. It illuminates the Cuban situa- 
tion as nothing else has ever done. It 
gives official sanction to every story 
that has been told of the indignities 
heaped upon American citizens by the 
Spaniards in Cuba, and it shows beyond 
question what the true attitude of the 
Cieveland administration is. Its sym- 
pathies are with Spain rather than with 
American citizens! 

In fine, the protest and proffered res- 
ignation of Fitzhugh Lee is an expos- 
ure of the fact that a conspiracy exists 
between the state department at Wash- 
ington and the Spanish government to 
crush out the Cuban revolution, even 
if it be necessary to that purpose to heap 
indignities on American citizenship, on 
the American flag and on the American 
name. Considering all the circum- 
stances of the case the exposure of the 
Cleveland administration is as complete 
as it is unexpected. Let it be borne in 
mind that, for some inscrutable reason, 
and in defiance of all the traditions of 
his house, Fitzhugh Lee was moved to 
attach his fortunes to those of Grover 
Cleveland. What a Lee could see in 
the record or personality of such a man 
to win his admiration need not be in- 
quired too closely into here. It is 


enough to say that the Virginian be-. 


lieved it to be his duty to indorse and 
support the Cleveland administration. 

From the days of Light Horse Harry 
down to the present time, it has only 
been necessary for a Lee to see what he 
conceives to be his duty. To see it is to 
embrace it with all his strength and 
energy. Moved by this impulse, Fitz- 
hugh Lee flung his name and his infiu- 
ence across the public opinion of his na- 
tive state and became an ardent support- 
er of Cleveland and the Cleveland aa- 
ministration. He went to .Cuba heart- 
fly in accord with what he believed to 
be the Cuban policy of the administra- 
tion. “I came here unprejudiced,” he 
says, “and determined to form my opin- 
fons by what came directly under my 
_ observation.” e 

That was his attitude, impartial, ju- 
dicial, conservative, cool and cautious. 
The traits belong to him by inheritance. 
Here {s the testimony of his experience: 
“From the moment I landed my Ameri- 
can bl06d began to boil, and if I stay 
here much longer it will literally boil 
away. They trample on our flag, they 
hiss us on the streets.” 

And now comes the damning evidence 
that he brings against Clevelandism, un- 
intentionally, of course, but more elo- 
quently effective on that account— 
“Americans are murdered, robbed and 
imprisoned; indignities are heaped upon 
our women, and every atrocity conceiv- 
able for a Spaniard to put on Americans 
is thrust upon us.”

Why has Olney ignored official in- 
formation? Why has he steadily re- 
fused to protect the interests of our cit- 
izens? Why has he entered no protest 
against the murder of ‘Americans and 
against insults to the American flag? 
Why did he cable Hannis Taylor, our 
Spanish minster, to drop the case of 
Dr. Delgado? 

Never before in the history of the 
country has such an infamous policy 
held sway as that which has turned the 
stomach of Fitzhugh Lee and disgusted 
every Tionest and patriotic American. 
Never before in the history of the coun- 
try has the American name been 
brought to so low a state abroad. Nev- 
er before have the interests of Ameri- 
cans been placed in the hands of the 
emissaries of foreign governments. 

This fs the price the people have to 
pay for the thing called Clevelandism. 


Prosperity and the Gold Standard. 

The national sound money league, the 
purpose of which is to renew the agita- 
tion of the money question, met in New 
York yesterday and carried out a cut- 
and-dried programme that was given to 
the newspapers the night before. It is 
a pity that those who believe in the doc- 
trines of the league do not live up to 
their professions. They profess to dep- 
recate “agitation” on the currency ques- 
tion, and yet they are preparing to re- 
new it on a larger scale than ever. 

And to what end? All the agita- 
tion that may result from their “league” 
and its branches will instantly bring to 
the surface counter agitation. But this 
is not all. Their arguments have all 
been used, they are perfectly well un- 
derstood, and they will avail nothing 
unless prosperity is restored. And if 
prosperity is restored under the gold 
standard their agitation will be worth 
less than it costs, for there will be no 
need of it. 

The counter agitation to which ref- 
erence has been made has already shown 
its head. The silver republicans in con- 
gress have issued a call to members of 
their party who oppose the gold stand- 
ard to organize whenever their number is 
sufficiently large for organization, and 
to make the organization complete, a 
provisional national committee is to 
assemble in Chicago on the 8th of June. 

The Constitution repeats here what it 
said when the hundred or more multt- 
millionaires of New York city. signed 
the call for the national league. If 
these multi-millionaires had met to- 
gether and passed this resolution— 

Resolved, That we proceed to restore 

prosperity. 
—the people would have taken it as a 
very wholesome and substantial argu- 
ment in favor of the gold standard. It 
would have had more force and effect 
than a dozen national leagues with ten 
thousand perfunctory branch leagues. 

There is but one way to maintain the 
gold standard and that is for those who 
advocate it fo get together and restore 
prosperity; to get together and give the 
farmers better prices for their products 
and the wage-earners higher wages, 
and the idle workers sométhing to do. 
If they do not do this, or, to put it more 
broadly, if this is not done, they may as 
well try to turn the stars in their courses 
as to maintain the gold standard. 

They may organize Jéagues until they 
have one at every corner of every street 
in every city, town and village. They 
may send out printed stuff so bulky that 
it will tax every freight train in the 
country. They may argue themselves 
hoarse. But all of it, and as much 
again, will avail nothing, if the people 
do not have prosperity. 

The one reply to every movement and 
every argument will be, “Well, if your 
gold standard is such a fine fing, why 
doesn’t it bring prosperity? Why 
doesn’t it put more money in circula- 
tion? Why doesn’t it improve busi- 
ness?” 

In other words—and these mult{-mil- 
lionaires may as well understand it 
now as later—the gold standard is on 
trial. The people are testing its effica- 
cy. Up to this hour, its results have 
been pestiferous, deadly—as the demo- 
crats declared they would be—and un- 
less prosperity comes during the first 
eighteen months of Mr. McKinley’s ad- 
ministration, the people will sweep the 
gold standard congress out of sight pre- 
liminary to ridding themselves of the 
gold standard in 1900.

In spite of the fact that yearly allu- 
sion is made to Washington’s farewell 
address, there seems to be some doubt 
in the public mind as to which of the 
patriot’s farewell addresses is meant by 
this term. 

The Baltimore American, one of the 
leading newspapers of the country, en- 
deavors to remove this doubt by explain- 
ing that Washington delivered two fare- 
well addresses, one to his soldiers on 
December 4, 1783, shortly after the close 
of hostilities, and the other on surren- 
dering hjs commission to congress, De- 
cember 23, 1783. 

_ If The American’s information ex- 
tends no further than the above dates 
there is evidently some need of histor- 
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,of so much blood and treasure. 
less otherwise specified, therefore, it is 


President Washington from the execu- 
tive chair. After presiding over the 
destinies of the young nation for a pe- 
riod of eight years he refused to accept 
office again at the hands of his fellow- 
countrymen and accordingly issued what 
is known as his farewell address to the 
people of the United States. The ad- 
dress was first submitted to Alexander 
‘Hamilton for revision and approval, af- 
ter which it made its formal appearance 
in September, 1796. 

In this address the retiring president 
acknowledged with gratitude the honors 
both civic and military which his coun- 
trymen had heaped upon him; and as a 
parting injunction urged them to hold 
fast to the principles of the declaration 
which had been established at the cost 
Un-

The Cost of Holding Elections. 
The Cincinnati board of elections has 
recently compiled and published the fol-

Of course these figures do not include 
the sums of money spent by republican 
heelers at the polls last fall, but only 
the actual expenses incurred by the vari- 
ous cities named in receiving and count- 
ing the vote. 

On reducing the amounts expended by 
these cities to a per capita basis, it is 
found that New York heads the list with 
a per capita expense of $1.08. Next comes 
Chicago with 76 cents; Baltimore with 
75 cents; Cincinnati with 72 cents; Bt. 
Louis with 70 cents; Cleveland with 65 
cents, and Detroit with 33 cents. 

The heavy expense incurred by New 
York city is explained by the fact that 
ten or twelve election officers are placed 
in charge of each precinct or booth, 
while in Ohio and other states only six 
officers are employed. No explanation 
is given of the small cost of holding the 
election in Detroit.

What Countries Will Be Affected. 

While the immigration bill is waiting 
for the president’s signature, it will be 
of some interest in this connection to 
consider what its practical effects will 
be and which of the various European 
countries will suffer most on account of 
its provisions. 

These questions can be very easily an- 
swered by referring to the records of 
the last fiscal year. From these records 
it is found that out of 57,515 Italian im- 
migrants, over fourteen years of age, 
there were 31,874 illiterates; out of 57,- 


‘063 from Austria-Hungary, 23,773 illit- 


erates, and out of 35,198 from Russia; 12,- 
816 were illiterates. Although Germany 
sent over to this country last year 25,- 
334 immigrants, there were only 760 of 
this number who could not read and 
write. Out of 7,818 from Norway there 
were only 93 illiterates; out of 18,824 
from Sweden only 219; out of 37,496 
from Irelatd only 2,626; and out of 16,- 
622 from England only 8650. 

From the above figures it will be ob- 
served that the countries of Europe 
which will feel the effects of the pro- 
posed immigration measure most per- 
ceptibly are Italy, Austria-Hungary and 
Russia. While these three countries sent 
over 149,766 immigrants last year nearly 
half of this number, or 67,963, were 
wholly illiterate. Out of a total of 1065,- 
094 immigrants furnished by the five 
other HBuropean countries mentioned, 
only 3,838 were not able to read and 
write. So far as these countries are con- 
cerned, therefore, the tide of immigrants 
which they send over to our shores will 
not be seriously diminished, 

America is glad to extend its hospil- 
tality to European immigrants of the 
better class, who come over to this coun- 
try for the purpose of making indus- 
trious and law-abiding citizens; but in 
order to preserve the integrity of our 
institutions, it is necessary that illiterate 
and vicious immigration should be 
checked.

Lieutenant Colonel J. W. Barlow, corps 
of engineers, United States army, on behalf 
of an internaticnal commission, has made 
a final report of the resurvey of the bound- 
ary line between the United States and 
Mexico. Under the treaty creating the 
commission, its conclusions are binding 
upcn both governments. Associated with 
Colonel Barlow ‘vere Lieutenant D. D. 
Gaillard and A. T. Mosman, of the coast 
survey, on the part of the United States, 
and Senors Don Jacob Blanco, Valentin 
Gama and Captain Casper. Martinez Ca- 
ballos on the part of Mexico. 

The Rio Grande is the boundary from El 
Paso eastward. The distance from El Paso 
westward to the Pacific is 700 miles. Along 
this route 258 iron and stone monuments 
have been erected at an average of one to 
every two and one-half miles. In thickly 
settled districts they are not more than 
one mile apart. The widest interval is 
five miles. There are only two monuments 
throughout the entire distance of 700 miles 
from which the next one may be observed. 
No monuments were set on that part of the 
boundary formed by the Colorado river, 
nor along the Rio Grande. These monu- 
ments are models of construction and de- 
sign. They consist of shafts of stone 
twelve feet high and about six feet In di- 
ameter at the base. But where stone was 
not available, iron columns six feet by 
two are used. The monuments are bolted 


to concrete foundations or solid rock. On. 


the face of all is the inscription. 
Boundary of the United States, 


Treaty of 1853. 
Re-established by Treaties of 1882-89. 

The destruction, displacement or deface- 

ment of this monument is a misdemeanor, 
punishable by the United States or Mex- 
ico. 
There is a similar Spanish inscription on 
the Mexican side. Every monument is 
numbered. No. 1 is two miles west of El 
Paso, and No. 258 a few yards from the 
sea, near San Diego, Cal. Some were set 
in places almost inaccessible. No. 158 is 
bolted to the crest of the Cerro de la 
Lesna, a peak in southern Arizona, with 
sides almcst perpendicular. Nos. and 
256, being in a thickly settled section, are 
vor eeny er built of granite and marble 
surround by fences of steel pickets. 

In surveying a belt of country three and 
a half miles wide on each side of the 
boundary, the commissioners encountered 
many perils and much suffering from 
heat, powdered sands and lack of water. 
While working at Saynota the mean tem- 

rature was 126 degrees in the shade, and 

n crossing the Tule and Yuma deserts, 
the water for men and animals had to be 
hauled 100 miles. 

This work has been prosecuted by an in- 
ternational commission under a _ treaty 
concluded between the United States and 
Mexico, July 29, 1882.

Juries in the United States courts are 
selected by a commission composed of 
Clem R. Harris and O. C. Fuller, clerk, and 
are chosen from the counties ef Fulton, 
Cobb, Campbell, Clayton, Henry, Fayette, 
Coweta and Bartow. A revision of the 
jury box is had whenever the number of 
names not drawn, remaining in the box, 
are reduced to 300. While there is no law 
on the subject, commissioners generally 
make up their selections from the jury lists 
of the counties named, but they are not 
required to do so. 

2. The grand jury of Fulton county is 
only HMmited in its sitting by the term of 
court. As the court sits from four to six 
months the grand jury adjourns from time 
to time, but generally sits pretty much the 
whole term. It does ourn and convene 
at its own pleasure, subject, however, to 
the qualification that is cannot sit except 
during the term of the superior court. 

8. The county commissioners of Fulton 
county are paid a salary of $190 each per 
year. They are each under a $500 bond.

FRAULEIN ADELE AUS DER OHE 


HEARD HERE YEARS AGO WITH 
CAMPANINI. 


The Great Artist to Play Here Again 
in the Fourth Metro- 
politan. 


Muny will remember the appearance in 
Atlanta of the great tenor, Campanini, 
and his magn'ficent concert company, and 
will recall the furore created by a young 
lady in her teens with her hafr hanging 
down her beck and tied in the simplest 
manner with a red ribbon, dressed in a 
white dress that just reached her shoe 
tops, yet who roused the large audience 
to the greatest enthusiasm by her mar- 
velous performance upon the plano. This 
young girl, then making her first tour, 
was Adele aus der Ohe, who comes back 
to Atlanta next Wednesday to play in the 
fourth Metropolitan concert after having 
attained a world-wide reputation. That 
Aus der Ohe has not failed in the predic- 
tions made for her when she played in 
this city is shown by the following flatter- 
ing excerpt from a lengthy criticism by 
The Boston Gazette upon her appearance 
in that city last week: 

“The Chopin selections were delightfully 
played, the second etude and the polonaise 
being faultless In style, finish and feeling 
and delicacy. In interpreting her more 
finely conceived and finely developed etude 
Aus der Ohe was dazzling with the bril- 
liancy of her playing. Nothing finer, love- 
lier, more effective, brilliant and satisfac- 
tory has been heard in the way of piano 
playing, and the work was worthy of the 
interpretation it received.

HE IS AT HOME IN JAIL 


Otis Smith Has Accepted What Has 
Come Without Worry. 


THE GASE AGAINST HIM MAY BE SETTLED 


Amount Due the Bank May Be Made 
Up and the Prosecution Stopped. 
Takes Ryan’s Cell. 


Otis Smith has made himself at home 
in Fulton county jail. He will be placed 
in the room formerly occupied by Steve 
Ryan. 

The young man made an inspection of 
his habitation yesterday. He examined the 
rear division and made a study of Tom 
Delk and Flanagan. 

Tom Delk heard that Smith was coming 
his way. 

“‘Where’s that $10,000 dude,’’ he yelled out 
from his cell. 

Smith walked up and peered in. 

“Hello, young feller; whar’d you come 
from ?’’ 

Smith made some jocular reply. 

“Wall, I swar; I hearn tell of ‘em, but 
darn my buttons ef I ever seed one of 'em 
befo’. So you’re one er these here regu- 
lation dudes, are ye? 

“Wall, I swar, ain’t you a pretty feller? 
They oughter take up all of ’em like you. 
That’s what I say "bout foolin’ roun’ gals 
an’ women folks; they'll git you in er 
busher er trouble ’fo you can Bat yer eyes. 
They tell me you was one er them suger- 
plum dumplin’ dudes what fhe gals git 
stuck on. Here’s whar all them kind er 
fellers oughter be.”’ 

Smith laughed at the remarks of the 
murderer and passed on to where Flanagan 
was confined. He seemed much interested 
in the different types of criminals con- 
fined in the jail. During the day he exam- 
ined the books of the jailer and volunteered 
to assist in any office work that might 


be done. 
Is Still a Stoic. 

Smith is still a stoic in his method of 
accepting arrest. He ‘s still cheerful in 
his manner and has given no indication 
of keen regret. His nerve has never fal- 
tered. 

Former friends called on him at times 
yesterday and all of these he received in a 
cordial way, assuring them that he was 
able to undergo what was before him; 
that he had brought it all on and was pre- 
pared to stand it. He spent his first day 
.2 jail lying down most of the time, read- 
ing a book sent by a former associate. 
Yesterday he was in the cell occupied by 
Drought, the alleged defaulting railroad re- 
ceiver. This morning, however, he will 
be removed and placed in the cell used by 
Steve Ryan in the days of his incarcera- 
tion. 

He has been supplied with several pieces 
of furniture, which will be placed in the 
rocm,. and will be made as comfortablo as 
possible. 

May Be Settled. 

The case against Smith may be settled. 

The preliminary hearing will come today 
or tomorrow and a bond fixed for his ap- 
pearance at a higher court. The shortage, 
it is said, with the company amounts to 
a sum much less than was first supposed. 

There is a hope among those who are 
aiding the young man that this amount 
will be made up and the prosecutors satis- 
fied. His father left yesterday for Auburn, 
but will probably return before the case 
is concluded.

The Georgia Leader Will Get Another 
Fat Appointment. 


HOW THE NEWS CAME TO HIM 


| McKinley and Hanna Gave Him a Pri- 


vate Tip as to What Would Come. 


HE DISHES OUT PIE TO THE BLACKS 


Republican Office-Seekers Crowd At- 
lanta and Press /Upon Colonel 
Buck Their Claims. 


Colonel A. E. Buck will not be an appli- 
cant for the appointment to Mexico, neither 
does he expect any local office. 

Somewhere there is a juicy office await- 
ing him. Some time a fat consulship will 
we poked into his palms. In some far-away 
country he will thrive as the patriotic rep- 
resentative of the stars and-stripes. What 
plum will fall at the feet of the Georgia 
boss has not yet been determined, but the 
tree has been shaken, and, in the parlance 
of the restaurant waiter, “it’s comin’.”’ 

This change in the programme of the 
Georgia leader was determined upon on 
his visit to Canton several weeks ago, when 
he went into close confab with McKinley 
and chummed with Hanna for a day or 
two. Buck went on with the idea that he 
would go to Mexico as the successor of 
Minister Ransom, of North Carolina. It 
was a short step from Atlanta to the Mex- 
ican border, and would cause no great in- 
convenience. It was a pleasant trip. 

But some change came o’er the spirit of 
Colonel Buck’s fancy. He was put onto a 
private tip that the Mexican fruit had been 
reserved for another disciple of the faith, a 
man who resided in Arkansas, Clayton by 
name. The colonel would be cared for. His 
services in Georgia were too valuable to be 
overlooked. He had done too much for Mc- 
Kinley to be snubbed, and the fact that the 
other offices had been promised would not 
interfére with the determination of Mc- 
Kinley to give the man from Georgia a 
soft bite. He would get a place just as 
comfortable as the Mexican berth. 

“You will be satisfied,” said Hanna. 

“Don’t fret,’’ was the text of McKinley’s 
consolations. 

Colonel Buck came back to Georgia, and 
in the meantime there will be prepared for 
him by the powers that be an appointment 
to some place just as desirable as Mexico. 

Buck Glorified. 

The trip of Colonel Buck to Canton gave 
him a greater glory in the eyes of the ev- 
ery-day republican of the south. It added 
a new luster to his halo. 

Since then he has been magnified to such 
an extent that nearly all republicans of 
note in the state have been persistent in 
their appeal that he should recommend 
them to some position under the govern- 
ment. He has established regular head- 
quarters in the custom house, where he 
sits and daily receives crowds of those who 
are aspiring to touch Uncle Sam during 
the coming administration. 

The negroes especially are solicitous that 
they shall receive their full share of the 
offices. Scarcely a colored voter in At- 
lanta has failed to call at the headquarters 
since Colonel Buck returned. It is a well- 
known fact that the colonel is the muck-a- 
muck, and without his edict no office in 
Georgia, and especially in the northern dis- 
trict, can be obtained. So they, come each 
day, and from this time until the.time for 
appointment Colonel Buck. will be busy re- 
ceiving those who desire office under the 
republican administration.

ADAIR PAYS HEIRS 
$9 500 FOR TITLE 


Holbrook Litigation May Be Settled 
Out of Court. 
OTHERS MAY FOLLOW SUIT 


Mr. Green Adair Accepted Compromise 
Yesterday Afternoon. 


PROPERTY WORTH $150,000 INVOLVED 


Heirs Claim Their Father Sold the 
Block of Real Estate Without 
Authority. 


The litigation of titles involving the 
Washington street property, which has 
been instituted by the Holbrook heirs, may 
be settled out of the courts. 

Yesterday at noon Mr. Green 8. Adair 
paid the heirs the sum of $2,500 and secured 
a quit claim deed to his residence property 
at the corner of Washington street and 
Trinity avenue. 

The proposition was made Mr. Adair 
from counsel representing the heirs and 
the payment was made by Mr. Adair, rath- 
er than contend in the courts-for the prop- 
erty. As soon as the check was presented 
by Mr. Adair a quit claim deed was exe 
cuted and the proceedings dismissed. 


™ Whether the other property holders in- 


colved in the litigation will follow the pre- 
cedent set by Mr. Adair remains to be seen. 
It is said, however, that several of the par- 
ties interested prefer to fight the claim in 
court rather than accede to the demand of 
the heirs of Henry Holbrook. 

The plaintiffs contend that Mr. Holbrook 
was the trustee of his wife and cihldren 
and was holding and managing the proper- 
ty, which Is now valued at $150,000, for Mrs. 
Holbrook. who had a life interest in the 
property, and her children, who held the re- 
mainder. It is charged that Mr. Holbrook 
sold the entire block of property without 
authority, thus making his deed of no ef- 
fect, as it is claimed there was no order 
of court authorizing the sale. 

There were a number of purchasers to the 
property, Mr. Green Adair being among 
the number. Mr. Adair stated yesterday 
that he had no d@osire to contend for his 
title In a litigation which it was seen would 
be long and expensive, and rather than 
fight the claim of the Holbrook heirs he 
decided to accept the proposition .of $2,500 
and thus end the matter so far as he wag 
concerned. 

“While I do not think the claith of the 
heirs a just ong and while I believe my 
original title was a good one,” said Mr. 
Adair yesterday, “I decided to accept the 
proposition of settlement and thus end the 
litigation as far as I was concerned at 
once. I do not like to go to court with my 
affairs, when a court trial would probably 
have cost as much as I paid for the com- 
promise.” 

The property which is involved in the 
litigation consists of a block of the most 
valuable residence properfy in the city and 
is divided among quite a number of prop- 
erty owners, who live o% Washington 
street. The result of the litigation will be 
watched with inierest by those who are 
interested.

For the Third Time a Stay of Ex- 
ecution Has Been Granted. 


IS AN IMPORTANT WITNESS 


The Case Against His Father, Taylor 
Delk, Is Still Pending, and for That 
Reason He Has Been Granted a New 
Lease of Life Until Friday, April 2d, 


Tom Delk has been again respited. 

Governor Atkinson extended his lease of 
life until April 2d this morning. 

The order reads that Tom Delk is an

He has also been re- 
spited until April 2d. 


THE FRUIT STAND QUESTION, 


Tax Committee Agrees on a Pian To 
Get Them Off the Sidewalks, 


The tax committee of the city council has 
about solved the fruit stand question. 

Hereafter all petitions for licenses in 
this peculiar industry will be more care- 
fully scrutinized by the committee, and if 
the petitions say that stands are to be on 
the sidewalks or streets then the report of 
the commitee will be unfovorable, for there 
is now an ordinance which says that no 
license shall issue to any person to con- 
duct a stand on the sidewalks or streets. 

The ordinance is an old one but has 
never been construed in the right light by 
the tax committee, hence the numerous 
stands that are now doing business on the 
streets under the cover of a license. 

The tax committee met yesterday after- 
noon. and after discussing the question at 
some length, agreed that the present law 
was sufficient if enforced. A motion was 
finally carried that License Inspector Saxe 
notify all venders of fruit who were con- 
ducting their business on the sidewalks 
that their lic:ises are revoked and that 
they wvuuld be compelled to make new 
petitions to the city council.

Montgomery, Ala., February 25.—The sixth 
annual Tuskegee negro conference was 
held at Tuskegee today. This annual meet- 
ing is looked forward to with great inter- 
est and this year was no exception. There 


was, an unusual number of distinguished 
visitors present.

States army; Mrs. Fannie B. Williams, 
Chicago; Hon. R. L. Smith, Oakland, Tex.; 
Everett C. Fiske, Boston; Rev. Dr. Whiton, 
New York city; Rev. Or.

VISITING WORKSHOPS. 

For three hours a steady stream of visit- 
ors passed through the different workshops 
and all were interested in what they saw.

In his opening address President Wash- 
ington outlined the purposes of the confer- 
ence. They are designed for the rank and 
file of colored peopie and to remedy their 
industrial condition. A number of the 
visitors made short talks, and after that 
it was really an experience meeting. The 
laboring classes were encouraged to tell 
what they had done in the way of im- 
proving their condition. in life, and to hear 
some of them tell their story in their own 


/ language. and show how they had. been 


benefited by these conferences, was encour- 
aging to those who have given of their 
means to build up the institution. 

In speaking of this conference, The Mont- 
gomery Advertiser this morning says: 

MEETING REPORTED. 

The Advertiser publishes a report this 
morning of the remarkable conference of 
the negroes held at Tuskegee Normal school 
yesterday. It wiil prove interesting read- 
ing, for it gives a view of the efforts of the 
negroes to improve their conditions and 
surroundings. There was nothing .said or 
done that was not in a conservative direc- 
tion. The conference has been held once 
a year for several years past and each one 
makes a better showing than the last. 

A contented laboring population is al- 
ways more desirable than a dissatisfied 
one, and as negroes improve and better 
their condition, they become better citi- 
zens, more interested in the maintenance 
of law and order and in every way bet- 
ter capacitated to properly enjoy the re- 
sults of their labor. 

There is no other desire on the part of the 
white people than to have them prosper, 
to be contented and aid as quiet, honorable, 
law-abiding citizens in building up the 
State. 


VARIATIONS IN” ACORNS, 


Those of the Southern Live Oak Sprout 
Before They Fall. 
From Mehan’s Monthly. 

It. is said that in individual trees scarcely 
two leaves can be found exactly alike. 
What is true of leaves, is true of seeds 
and, indeed, every part of a tree. It is 
also true of the behavior of trees during 
Rheir life career. In acorns especially one 
may note a remarkable difference in their 
behavior. Some species of acorn will pre- 
serve their vital power without much dif- 
ficulty for a couple of years, while others 
can rarely be found with life after a few 
months. Some, when put into the earth, 
wiil remain months before sprouting. while 
others will sprout before they are fairly 
out of their cups on the trees. 

The acorns of the live oak of the south 
often sprout before they fall. The process 
of germinating is among the most remark- 
able of all American trees. The root push- 
es out from the acorn to a distance of 
many inches before it enters the ground, 
the root then goes into the earth, while 
the bud of plumule ascends to form the 
incipient tree trunk. The young tree of the 
live oak will frequently be a distance of 
six inches from the acorn. In this respect 
the behavior of this species of oak corres- 
ponds nearly with what is almost universal 
in monocotyledonous seeds. 

Another early sprouter is the common 
white oak. These have not been known 
to sprout on the tree, but they scarcely 
reach the ground before the little radicle 
prepares to enter the earth. It does not 
wait to get to the surface of the earth he- 
fore doing this. On shelves or boxes wh>re 
there is'‘some number of them together the 
whole will be a mass of roots before a 
few weeks after gathering. On the uther 
hand, the nut of the burr oak will remain 
a long time before showing any disposit‘on 
to sprout. It is these varying characteris- 
tics which makes rules for the transporta- 
tion of seeds difficult; each kind jas to 
have a nme’h)l of ils «vm. So far is tha 
two oaks ire com>sned. it bas been ‘ouni 
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The high pressure drea that was centra! 
yesterday morning in the Ohio valley has 
passed out over the middle Atlantic coast, 
while the area of comparatively low bar- 
ometer has moved from the western lake 
region to the St. Lawrence and is moving 
down that valley today.

Rain was tall- 
ing this morning at Mobile, Montgomery, 
Atlanta, Augusta and Norfolk, and snow 
at Marquette and Buffalo. “he heaviest 
rain occurred at Augusta, where 1.68 inches 
have fallen in the past twenty-four hours. 

An area of high barometer of considerable 
force has developed in the northwest and 
is central this morning in South Dakota, 
where the pressure is half an inch in ex- 
cess of normal. Its advance has caused a 
decided fall in temperature over the upper 
Mississippi and Missouri valleys. There has 
also been a general though iess marked 
fall in temperature in the cotton belt. in 
the immediate vicinity of the low a corre- 
sponding rise is noted in temperature. The 
greatest fall has been at St. Paul, 25 de- 
grees in twenty-four hours. Freezing tem- 
pera.ure Starts at Buffalo and runs west- 
ward through the Ohio valley, thence to 
northwe¢tern Texas. 

Atianta is now on the western extremity 
of the cloudy area and clearing weather 
may be expected this afternoon and fair 
Friday.

A Virginia Lady Described the Event 
to General Grant. 


General’ Horace -Porter, in his ‘“Oam- 
paigning With Grant,’’ in the February 
Century, relates the following anecdote 
of an occurrence after the wilderness cam- 
paign: 

“While our people were putting up the 
tents and making preparations for supper 
General Grant strolled over to a house 
near by owned by a Mr. Chandler a1.d sat 
down on the porch.

Murray replied fhat they had been, 
and added that people who had passed ex- 
aminations for school teachers had been 
treated in the same way, being classed with 
the illiterate. 

Under the present state of affairs thous- 
ands of negroes had been refused regisira- 
tion. There was a deep seated conspiracy 
to deprieve a large portion of the citizens 
of his state of the right to vote In his 
district alone over 10,000 nad been rciused 
registration. The only remedy was to ap- 
ply to congress for relief. The sufferers 
of the state thought it the dufy of congress 
to investigate the matter, and :f in ‘ts pow- 
er to remedy it by legislation. 

NO RELIEF IN COURT. 

No relief could be obtained in the courts. 
If congress would make the investigation 
it would satisfy all concerned and they 
would accept the result as final and bind- 
ing.

The president-elect calls 
the chairman ‘‘Mark”’ and Hanna address- 
es McKinley as “Major” and “Old Man.” 

Hanna started for Cleveland at noon. 
He left the impression that he did not 
expect Colonel John J. McCook, of New 
York, to visit Canton, 

There has been a deal of speculation 
over the origin of the movement for Mc- 
Cook. The facts are these: McCook vis- 
ited Mark Hanna and passed a day at 
the chairman’s private residence. ‘Iinen 
the. two journeyed to Canton and called 
on McKinley. There had been no consider- 
ation of McCook by the president-elect 
at that time. After McCook returned to 
New York, Major McKinley commenced 
to look into his availability. 

It is stated in Cleveland McCook came 
by Hanna’s desire, with a view of a pos- 
sible place, also that the sugar trust peo- 
ple desired him to be attorney general. 
Hanna has not hesitated to say that he 
strongly favored McCook. 

McCOOK’S VISIT. 

In summoning McCook to Canton subse- 
quently, McKinley acted independently. 
Hanna knew nothing about the visit until 
McCook had arrived. He was greatly pleas- 
ed over it.

‘Mark Hanna, however, told several per- 
sons here today, one of whom was Boies 
Penrose, senator-elect from Pennsylvania, 
that McCook was still to be considered as 
one of the new cabinet. McKinley is as 
silent as the grave on the subject. I hear 
the complete cabinet will not be known 
until after he reaches Washington. 

This morning I held a long conversation 
with Mark Hanna, the senator that is to 
be. To say that he is jubilant is putting) 
it mildly. He appeared like a schoolboy 
entering the long vacation. 

He said that he had ceased to count his 
congratulatory dispatches. They came 
from all parts of the country. 

He imparted interesting 
about John Sherman’s selection. “I was 
not consulted about his appointment,” said 
the chairman. “Major McKinley did not 
discuss the subject with me. The popular 
impression that there was a bargain where- 
by Senator Sherman made way for me is 
wrong. Major McKinley decided that Sher- 
man should go into his cabinet. He would 
have given me a place if I desired it. I 
have worked like a slave during the past 
year in politics and‘I cannot continue in 
the same line. The treasury of the ;ost- 
Office would mean hard work for four years 
more.”’ 

Although Mr. Hanna did not say as much, 
he conveyed the impression that the two 
named places above named were the cenly 
ones he would have considered. 

“The first month of McKinley’s adminis- 
tration,”’ said he “will be the most impor- 
tant of all.

TRUCE IN OHIO.

The expected sensational developments 
did not transpire at the afternoon session 
of the stockholders’ convention of the 
Southern Mutual Building and Loan Asso- 
ciation yesterday. 

It was expected that Mr. Hale’s absence 
would create enough consternation in the 
convention to bring out & resolution that 
would move to take some step toward 
bringing that person back to the city. But 
it was not that way. 

Mr. Hale was virtually ignored. The 
convention seemed to have another object 
in view The sentiment of the sharehold- 
ers present seemed to be that Mr. Hale 
could be attended to some time in the fu- 
ture, the most impertant step now being 
to take the association out of the hands of 
those who are friendly to the Hale crowd. 

The final result of the meeting was to 
hat effect. The resignations of the old 

oard of directors were accepted and a new 
board was elected. 

Chairman O’Byrne called the afternoon 
session to order promptly at 3 o’clock. The 
first business to come before the body was 
the report of the committee appointed at 
the morning session to make further in- 
vestigations regarding the Bates-Farley 
loan of $30,000 and the $15,000 held by Mr. 
T. B Felder. 

The committee reported that Mr. Far- 
rar, who could possibly throw some light 
on the Bates-Farley loan, was out of the 
city, therefore they had learned nothing 
that would tend to show how the transac- 
tion was made. 

MR. FELDER EXPLAINS. 

At this point Mr. Felder arose and asked 
that he be given an opportunity to ex- 
plain to the convention his connection with 
the $15,000 transaction. He explained that 
he only acted as an agent to negotiate the’ 
loan. He now held the securities and 
would turn them over on the payment of 
their value. 

Following Mr. Felder’s explanation, num- 
erous resolutions were read, each present- 
ing a different view as to what steps the 
convention ought to take. As a conse- 
quence the discussions became varied and 
more or less heated.

that nothing short of an overt act on the 
part of Spain will be sufficient to compel 
this government to assert itself.- That will 
bring the trouble on that island to an end, 
or bring about the protection of American 
citizens. 

The senate committee on foreign rela- 
tions held a special meeting this morning 
for the purpose of again considering the 
resolution reported yesterday instructing 
the president to demand the immediate re- 
lease of Julio Sanguilly, an American citi- 
zen now confined in prison in Cuba. 

This meeting was forced by the attitude 
of the members of the committee on ap- 
propriations who, through Chairman Alli- 
son, gave notice yesterday afternoon that 
all business must give way to the appro- 
priation bills. 

The committee on foreign relations be- 
lieves that the situation in Cuba demands 
the attention of the senate fully as much 
as do the appropriation measures, especial- 
ly in view of the treatment of Sanguilly 
and the repeated violations of treaty rights 
of Americans in the island.

Lee’s contemplated withdrawal from Hava- 
na was his own act, resulting from ac- 
ceptance of his resignation which was 
cabled last Sunday, or whether it had been 
brought about by the action of the Span- 
ish authorities in Cuba, in which latter 
case its significance would be much more 
marked. 

inquiries in official quarters elicited strong 
denials of the rumor. The well-known fact 
was pointed out that passports were not 
given to consuls, but only to ministers and 
ambassadors; that in case of offending or 
retiring consuls, the document sent him 
on his departure was his “exequatur”’ or 
official document recognizing his right to 
exercise functions of his offite, and it was 
said that not even the semi-diplomatic po- 
sition accorded to our consul general at Ha- 
vana by consent of the Spanish govern- 
ment would render his case one where 
“passports’’ would be required. 

The return of his “exequater” to a con- 
sul general would, of course, be equivalent 
to the sending of passports to a minister. 
But at the Spanish legation as well as the 
state department it was emphatically as- 
serted that this course had not been taken.

CONVENTION 


The Middle-of-the-Road Mon Closed. 


Their Meeting With an An- 
imated Session. 


MANY RESOLUTIONS ADOPTED 


A Formal Address to the Party Is 
Delivered Calling on Them To 
Continue the Battle.

THEIR PRINCIPLES LAID DOWN 


Closing Meeting Marked by Vigor and 
Excitement—All the Party Questions 
Touched Upon and Resolutions Are 
Passed Upon Them—Officers for the 
Ensuing Year Elected. 


Memphis, Tenn., February 2.—The mid- 
dle-of-the-road populist convention adjourn- 
ed sine die yesterday, after a morning ses- 
sion of much animation and vigor. It was 
a session of last minute resolutfons, reports 
and heatcd debate. The auditing committee 
began the gingery proceedings by rgporting 

x-Secretary of the Treasury Roselle ex- 
travagant and in debt to the association 
about $14. 

Then tollowed the formal address prepar- 
ed by a committee, which elicited applause. 
It began by calling upon populists to con- 
tinue the battle for supremacy of their 
principles, reciting that they were making 
strong headway, so much so that oppo- 
nents in various states were enacting some 
of them into law. It applied the usual 
brand to the old parties and dealt a charac- 
teristic blow at railroad and other alleged 
corporate oppression. 

The following were adopted: 

‘Resolved, That we most earnestly pro- 
test against the passage of the Loud postal 
bill in its present shape, now pending in 
the United States senate, believing that its 
results will be detrimental to the people 
instead of beneficial. 

“Resolved, That we recommend that no 
promises shall hereafter be recognized. or 
permitted in the conventions of the people’s 
party. 

“Resolved, That we reaffim our approval 
of the resolution of the Omaha convention 
that no persons nominated for and run- 
ning for office and no office holders shall 
be eligible as delegates to our conventions. 

PRINCIPLES OF THE PARTY. 

The following principles were adopted: 

i. All money must be a legal tender to 
pay all debts. 

2. Money. must be redeemable in. govern- 
ment dues only. 

3. A just proportiohate quantity of Money 
circulation to property and population. 
Whenever any lawful money of the United 
States, whether gold, silver and paper, is 
received by the government in payment of 
dues, it is redeemed. 

4. The principle of the initiative and 
referendum in our political organization 
and national legislation. : 

5. The government ovtnership of natural 
monopolies, viz: Railroads, waterways, irri- 
gation works, telegraphic and telepfione 
lines, municipal street railways, water- 
works, gas and electric light works. 

6. That we will permit and encourage at 
every opportunity the discussion of the in- 
come tax, good roads and non-interest- 
h-ertng bonds and the employment of all 
surplus labor on public works at $1.50 per 
ua, ave cight hours; government postal 
savings banks; the security of bank depos- 
itors and the overthrow of all trusts and 
combinations, the abolishment of every 
form of gambling speculation in the neces- 
saries of life and such other problems of 
political economy as affect the general wel- 
fare of the plain people.

GOVERNOR'S PALACE BURNED. 


Sailors Gave Great Assistance in the 
Putting Out of the Flames and 
Saving the Treasures. 


London, February 25.—The Daily News 
tomorrow publishes a dispatch from Ca- 
nea giving a description of the burning of 
the governor’s palace today. 

Vice Admiral Canovari, of the Italian 
squadroh, who is in command of the united 
naval forces in Cretan waters, resided in 
the palace, which was guarded by strong 
forces of Italian soldiers. The energetic 
efforts of the British marines, who form 
a part of the foreign forces occupying the 
town, which were continued for three 
hours, alone saved her thickly populated 
districts in which the palace was located 
from destruction. 

Detachments of sailors from the war- 
ships in the harbor were landed and ren- 
dered valuable aid in fighting the flames. 

The fire destroyed the last vestige of the 
machinery of the Turkish government. All 
of the records were consumed, as well es 
contracts and financial, legal and munic- 
ipal documents. 

During the fire a safe belonging to the 
Turkish governor fell and burst and a 
quantity of gold coin was exposed. The 
Turkish soldiers tried to steal the money, 
but were prevented by the European offi- 
cers-and sailors, who fired blank cartridges 
at the robbers.

Elder Morton, a Mormon mission- 
ary, was drowned near Mount Elkhorn.’ 

An unknown woman was drowned in Les- 
lie county. Henry Holcomb lost his life 
while trying to ford a stream. 

At Barbourville the Cumberland river 
has forced a third of the population to 
move out. 


DAMAGE ALONG THE OHIO. 


Huandreds of People Are Living in 
Pablic Buildings—Schools 
Are Closed. 

Huntington, W. Va., February 25.—The 
Ohio river is still rising and the water is 
five feet deep on several of the avenues 
here. 

In Central City last evening a number 
of residences located in the west end were 
washed away by a strong current, and 
every hour brings news of startling dam- 
ages in suburban towns. 

Electric plants are flooded, schools are 
closed and hundreds of the poor are occu- 
pying public buildings. 

No trains have arrived on the Norfolk 
and Western for four days and none over 
the Ohio River railroad for twenty-four 
hours. 


THE FASTEST BOAT AFLOAT 


NEW TORPEDO, NO. 6, OF THE NAVY 
MAKES A WONDERFUL RECORD. 


She Makes 160 Miles in 61-2 Hours 
and Proves Her Right to the 
Proud Title—No Trouble of 
Any Sort Experienced. 


New York, February 2%.—The new g0v- 
ernment torpedo boat known as No. 6, said 
to be the swiftest craft afloat, arrived at 
the Brooklyn navy yard yesterday after a4 
remarkable run from Newport, R. IL. 

She left Newport shortly after 7 o’clock 
Wednesday morning in charge of Lieuten- 
apt Fremont and manned by the crew of 
the Cushing. 

It waa decided not to crowd the little 
craft on the trip, so she was permitted to 
run at about her natural draught, about 
160 pounds steam pressure. But two of the 
three boilers were used and only two-thirds 
of her maximum speed was maintained. 

Despite the advarse conditions she trav- 
eled the distance, about 160 miles, in six and 
a half hours, making her average speed 2 
knots per hour. 

“There is no question,” Lieut t Fre- 
mont said, “about her being the fastest 
boat in the world. Though we came 
through a howlirg gale this mornnig she 
gave perfect satisfaction. There was n2 
heating of engines and no trouble of any 
kind was noticed.” 

No. 6 left the navy yard at 4 o’clock this 
morning, going to Norfolk, Va., thence to 
Washington.

SPANISH DBCEIT. 

The half-way measure which the Spanish 
government has adopted of releasing Scott 
from solitary confinement does not, in Gen- 
eral Lee’s opinion, change the situation in 
the slightest degree. He has stated the 
facts and outlined his policy to the cepart- 
ment, upon the adoption of which he will 
consent to remain in Havana. He has 
asked that he be instructed to demand of 
che Spanish authorities here the immediate 
release of all prisoners who are injail in de- 
flance of our treaty rights and Spanish 
laws; that is of all American citizens in 
jail where cases bear the same charac- 
teristics of illegality whieh appear in the 
Scott and Rulz cases. 

He has asked for these instructions—for 
authority to make these demands—and he 
has requested that a fleet be placed at his 
disposal to enforce them should such neces- 
sity arise. 

IMPOTENT CLEVELANDISM. 

The government in Washington has up 
to this—Wednesday morning—failed to an- 
nounce its policy. It has neither sustained 
nor disavowed the action of General Lee, 
but it is forewarned that if it adopts the 
policy of ignominy and surrender it will 
have to choose another instrument to exe- 
cute it. Generak Lee is patiently waiting 
for a decision to be reached. If it be ad- 
verse to him and to his conception of the 


. duties a consular officer abroad owes to his

SAVANNAH’S WATER SUPPLY. 


Apprehension Felt at the Decrease 
in the Wells in the City. 
Savannah, Ga., February 25. 
Special to The Evening Constitution. 

The superintendent of the waterworks 
and the members of the board of water 
commission aie concerned abcut the de- 
crease of the volume of water from the 
wells. 

The decrease is not enongh to cause any 
real alarm, but it is, nevertheless, a fact 
that during the four years the wells have 
been in service the amount of water they 
ficw hes decreased to a considerable extent. 

The pumpage now is about 1,000,000 ral- 
lons of water less per each twenty-four 
hours than it was for the same .ength of 
time during the first year the new wells 
were put in service. +z bout 8,290,000 gallons 
were pumped daily during the ‘irst year, 
while now only about 7,260,000 gallons are 
pum ed into the city. 

Superintendent Lofton, of the waterworks 
has long recognized the advisability of 
ronnectiug the old works with the new.

DETAILS OF DR. RUIZ’S DEATH 


With His Fingernails He Scratched 
a Last Affectionate Message to 
His Leved Ones, ; 


CLEVELAND’S SHAMEFUL INACTION 


Our People in Cuba Blush for the 
Weak and Criminal Policy of the 
Administration, Which Spaniards 
Take as Cowardice—They Taunt the 
Americans and Insult Our Flag. 
Only the North Atlantic Squadron 
in Havana Will Protect Them, 


» Havana, February 2.—Undoubtedly the 
American nation has reason to feel the 
greatest indignation at the brutal assas- 
sination of Ricardo Ruiz at Guanabacoa. 
Further details of the horrible affair prove 
conclusively that it was a most dastardly 
deed. It appears that the unfortunate 
man presaged his coming death and nian- 
aged to engrave with his fingér nails upon 
the bottom and back of the only rickety 
chair that his captors allowed him in his 
narrow, stifling cell, the following heert- 
rending farewell address to his family: 

*“Mercedes, Nina, Evangeline, 
Goodby, children of my life. I give you 
my blessirg; be obedient to your mother. 
They will kill me if I am taken to Havana. 
Tell everything. Perhaps my American 
countrymen will avenge me. Goodby, Rita 
of my soul.” 

Havana papers know all the truth of the 
murder, but necessarily they have to keep 
quiet, but all the horrible deatils are pub- 
lic property and the people here are hor- 
rified over them, not knowing but they 
will be the next victims. In the American 
colony this murder created the utmost 
excitement, all fearing the same fate ‘for 
any other Americans imprisoned by the 
Spaniards. 

LEE ACTS QUICKLY. 

Consul General Lee, after promptly and 
properly laying the case before the state 
départment, urgently requested authoriza- 
tion to demand redress and the prompt 
punishment of the perpetrators of the 
dastardly crime, asking, at the same time, 
that a number of warships be placed at 
his disposal, if necessary, to enfroce his 
demands in this case and in Scott's. 

In the latter case the prisoner wvs held 
for thirteen days in a state of incommuni- 
vado in a miserable dungeon, without light 
or air, in the Guanabacoa jail. The great 
indignation of the Americans here was 
increased when it became known that the 
Washington administration had refused. his 
request to uphold American rights and 
safety to American citizens. by this 
shameful, weak policy the boasted Ameri- 
can patriotism was held up to ridicule 
and further outrages were enacted by the 
Spanish authorities, as they had no fear 
of any strong, restraining hand to prevent 
further crimes against Americans. 

APPEAL TO ENGLAND. 

There is some talk among many of the 
hot-headed ones to sign a petition asking 
the protection of the British flag. Lee's 
attitude, vigorous and dignified, has been 
highly praised by all, and had he had the 
backing of the administration, the Ameri- 
cans would have had no cause to olush for 
their country’s administration. 

The fact that he is willing to resign if 
not properly backed up by the administra- 
tion in his desire to save the lives and 
liberty of Americans, has elicited the ad- 
miration of all Americans in Cuba alike, 
General Lee is handicapped by Cleveiand’s 
and Olney’s policy, and is powerless to 
enforce the treaty obligations or acord 
due protection to the property and lives 
of Americans in this island, 

FLAG NOT RESPECTED. 

The American flag is hardly rezpectéd 
here now by the Spaniards. People herve 
now are unwiling but passive witnesses 
of the many daily outrages committed on 
Americans and Cubans alike by the ruthless 
Spanish officials and the wholesale dcstruc- 
tion of the propetry carried on under Gen- 
eral Weyler’s ferocious orders. 

Lee prefers an honorable resignation 
than to stand by and see what he carnuot 
help, thus showing true grit and stench 
Americanism. Great nerve and patience, 
coupled with a firm, determined hand, is 
required to deal with the #paniards here 
Their deceitful, cunning ways and nypecrit- 
ical protestations of innocence is exatpetat-, 
ing to the highest degree.

Is Society To Blame 
for the Ruin of Men? 


It is a noticeable fact that when a young | 


man who is anything’ at all of a social 
figure goes wrong it is always laid upon 
wociety. If he steals the money entrusted 
to his care and spends it he is only sat- 
isfying the demands of a remorseless creat- 
ure called ‘‘society,””’ which cries contin- 
ually “Give! Give! Giye'" = all is gone, 
even honor. “ 

This is a dreadful nee to be brought 
against any class of individuals, but espe- 
cially against a class which enjoys the 
advantages of wealth -and position; 4 
class with much influence. And women, 


delicate young women, who are spoken of | 
as being refined and cultivated, dre the | 


people against whom this charge is brought 
directly. In this light society % nothing 


but a mercenary grind. It is a species of | 


highwayism, and thé hapless young man 


who crossés the path of the society woman | 


is literally “held up’’ and the price of 
flowers, germans and suppers is extracted 
from him. It cannot be said that he escapes 
with his life, even, because he is frequently 
obliged to spend. the remainder of it in 
prison. And ft is probably the only thing 
of his own he had to spend from the begin- 
ning. 

And the people who are responsible for all 
this ruin, shame and disgrace, are lumped 
together, indiscriminately, as “society.” 
Preachers preach at them, morzelists moral- 
ize about them, and if these are to be 
believed society is a thing to be shunned 
by he who would save his soul alive. 


But in this, as in most things, there are , 


other sides to the question. To begin with, 
the young man who steals money to “pay 
his way” in society is not any more in 
real society. with all his germans, flowers 
and suppers. than is a street cleaner. In- 
deed, the street cleaner, if he be honést 
and self-respecting, is the worthier man of 
the two. 

Now there may be an element in soclety 
which gauges a man’s worth by the amount 
of money he can spend upon it. One does 
not undertake to deny that, because the 
good and evil are found side by side in this 
world, always. But this much is certain, a 
man finds his own. As inevitably as water 
séeks its level, so does he seek the compan- 
lons that are congenial to him, the pur- 
suits in which he finds pleasure. If he goes 
to the superficial and supercilious, and 
stays there, is it not likely that he is at 
home? He is not obliged to stay if he does 
not want to. Is it net true, anyway, that 
when & man outgrows his environments 
he bursts through and rises above 
them naturally? 

But.this element of the superficial and 
supercilious does not represent the best 
in society. Aybody who has money or 
can obtain money. has entrance into this. 
But the real sterling article is not deco- 
rated with. german favors’ or menus for 
suppers. One is not obliced.to “put up the 
stuff’’ in.order to he appreciated in this. 
It is only necessary to be intelligent, brand 
and charitable, and truthful—in short, a 
real gentleman—in order to gain entree 
here. Honor !s counted above costly bou- 
quets, nature’s fair favors above german 
favors, and intellectual feasts above ex- 
pensive wine suppers. There are numbers 
of young men in Atlanta who are self- 
respecting and are therefore respected by 
others. They’ will not spend money on 
social pleasures which they cannot afford, 
but they do not lose friends among really 
intelligent and desirable people on this ac- 
count. A sensible, honest man need never 
be lonely in this world, in spite of what the 
foolish say. 

Then there are young men who live fast 
and spend foolishly. After all, the man 
himself means everything. If he has force 
and strength all things seem to stand aside 
for him to pass on to the culmination of 
his high and honorable aims: but if he is 
weak and vacuous, he is easily entangled 
by all sorts of obscure and small follies. 

When a man rails out against the hol- 
lowness of society he is likely to be rather 
hollow himself. 

He has been swimming Iike little wanton 
boys on a sea of society glory and his 
bubble has suddenly burst under him and 
Ne falls; and by his frantic kicking “stirs 
society to its very depths.” But the sea 
thus troubled is as a muddy, stagnant little 
pool compared to the sweet, living stream 
of honest, earnest humanity that is flowing 
through the world, and which has many 
tributaries in ‘“‘society.”

As a means of killing time the idle wom- 
an nowadays has taken to art embroidery, 
thus reviving a fad of long-forgotten times, 
and for precisely the same reason as pre- 
vailed centuries ago.

The 
tapestry that is made by the exclusive la- 
dies of today is begun in the rooms of the 
experts, who trace out the designs and do 
@ great deal of the work, leaving the final 
touches to be done by the lady who claims 
the credit for the whole thing. 

Another form of art embroidery which 
is becoming very popular is known as Bul- 
garian work, from the fact that it origi- 
nally came from Bulgaria. The German 
houses that are always on the lookout for 
new ideas in embroidery say that the pe- 
cullar combination of colors used in this 
Bulgarian work was highly artistic, and 
they promptly sent samples to America, 
where the new embroidery caught on in 
amazingly short order. With this art em- 
broidery, as with the tapestry, as little is 
left for the delicate fingers of the society 
dame as possible. The designs are stamped 
on the canvas, and instead of the old 
style, laborious process of counting the 
stitches, ajl that is necessary is to follow 
the pattern.

AURORA ON THE YUKON. 


The Play of Northern Lights on Its 
Snow-Clad Banks.

During the winter months the aurora on 
the Yukon ts very brilliant and intensely 
beautiful. It commences early in the fall, 
and lasts. with more or less  brilllancy, 
throughout the long arctic winter. It gen- 
erally commences upon the setting of the 
sun, although in midwinter it has some- 
times been so bright that it was visible at 
noon, while the sun was shining brightly. 
The rays of the light first shoot @orth with 
a quick, quivering motion, are then gath- 
ered and form a great arch of fire span- 
ning the heavens. It glows for an instant 
like a girdle of burnished gold; then, un- 
folding, great curtains of light drop forth. 

These royal mantles of bright orange, 
green, pink, rose, yellow and crimson are 
suspended and waved between heaven and 
earth as with an invisible hand. The rapid 
gyrations and scintillations of light and 
blending colors are intensely bewildering 
and superbly dazzling. The whole phe- 
nomena of waving Wreaths, fiickering 
flames, rays, curtains, fringes, bands and 
flashing colors, the strange confusion of 
light and motion, now high in the heavens, 
then dropping like curtains of gold and sil- 
ver lace, sparkling with a wealth of rubies, 
sapphires, emeralds and diamonds, pene- 
trating dark guiches and darting through 
somber green forests, lighting the whole 
landscape as with a thousand = electric 
lamps, forme a picture of which words 
can convey but a very poor idea. This un- 
warming light, as it flashes along frozen 
rivers, the great banks of snow, and reveals

EMBRACES THE RUSSIAN FAITH. 


Hebrew Citizen of NewtTork Changes 
His Religion. 


From The New York Sun. 

On Sunday morning there was performed 
at the church of §8t. Nicholas the Won- 
der Worker, 823 Second avenue, the cere- 
mony of receiving into the Russian church 
a convert from the Jewish faith. The 
Church of St. Nicholas the Wonder Worker 
is on the first floor of the house, which is 
like an ordinary dwelling, differing from 
others in the block only by the gilt cross 
over the front door. The priests live in 
the upper stories. 

The reception of a Jew into the orthodox 
Russian church is rare, and requires an 
elaborate ceremony. There are two cefre- 
monies, in fact, the one used on Sunday 
being the more brief and perhaps the more 
impressive. 

The rector, Mr. Hotovitzky, stood just 
within the door of the church proper. The 
convert stood in the hall outside, which 
was considered the “church porch” of the 
ritual. The rector addressed the convert 
as if he were a complete stranger, even an 
intruder. 

“Who art thou?’’ he asked. 

“One who desires to know the true God 
and to receive salvation.”’ 

“What dost thou here?’ 
rector sternly. 

The convert replied with humility that he 
sought the truth, and that he desired to 
be received into the communion. There 
were other questions and answers in the 
game tone. Then the priest exhorted the 
convert to consider his determination and 
his motives carefully. The convert knelt, 
and his Christian name, Viadimit, was 
given to him. He was then led forward 
until he stood upon the threshold, and it 
was required that he renounce separately 
one after the other all the particulars per- 
taining to the Jewish faith. He was asked 
whether he renounced the faith, the va- 
rious festivities, the teachings of the Tal- 
mud and all the “false doctrines of the 
Hebrews.” After each question he made 
answer, “I do renounce them.” He was 
questioned on the articles of belief in the 
Russian church, and to every question re- 
plied: “I do believe with all my heart 
and do confess,”’ and he gave the partic- 
ulars of his belief and confession. 

He then confirmed all his answers by a 
solemn oath that he was taking the step 
not because of fear, not constrained by 
force, not for the sake of gain, not because 
of any secret crime, but moved only by 
conviction of faith and love for Christ, 
his Saviour. He paryed that God might 
turn upon him unremitting wrath and 
eternal damnation if ever he retrograded 
into Judaism. 

Then he was led to the back of the 
church. The “Hours” were read and a 
place was prepared for the baptism. The 
big wooden font was filled with water, 
slightly warmed. The convert’s sponsors, 
@ man and a woman, had been standing 
of the complete disrobing, which took place 
afterward, out of sight of the congrega- 
tion. The water in the font was blessed 
and it was screened by white sheets. The 
priest, the convert and the male sponsor 
went behind the screen. The woman spon- 
sor staid outside. The screen was not 
high and the congregation could some 
times see garments that were raised in the 
convert’s complete disrobing. They could 
hear the solemn words of the service by 
those within. They could hear the splash- 
ing and gurgling of the water as the con- 
vert was immersed for the first, second 
and third time. They saw the symbolical 
white robe and the cross as they were 
raised above his head. Meanwhile they 
joined in singing the hymn of baptism. 

The convert was dressed in his ordinary 
alothing when the three came from behind 
the screens. He and his sponsors went 
to the front of the congregation, holding 
lighted tapers in their hands. These were

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ON THE PACIFIC SLOPE. 


Bear Meat Is Regarded as a Luxury 
in San Fr-=necisco. 


The fact that bears bring from $20 to $50 
each in the San Francisco meat market, 
and that there is a lively demand for all 
that are sent here, has moved many men 
who live in fhe foothills of aTl the moun- 
tain ranges to scour the hills for them 
and slip them hence. Cubs are taken alive, 
kept in pits and fed until they attain sev- 
eral hundred pounds in weight, when they 
are marketable. The carcasses usually 
displayed by butchers during the holiday 
season are of domesticated bears. as the 
wild bears at that season of the year are 
hibernating. A stall-fed bear designed for 
the market is treated in about the same 
way as a hog. He will eat the same food 
a hog will eat and about the same quality, 
and his flesh tastes very much like pork, 
except for a gamy flavor which it pos- 
sesses. Aside from this. the bear’s blubber 
makes the finest lard, his hindquarters 
furnish superior hams, and his ribs yield 
the best of bacon. 

The best bear grounds in California are 
in Tulare county, in the region of Mineral 
King, Homer’s Nose and Hospital Rock. 

Bear meat is sold in San Francisco at 
from 40 cents to $1 a pound. It is, of 
course, a delicacy reserved for the rich. 
Some leading restaurants have bear steaks 
on the bills of fare when the meat is on 
sale in town, and they serve a steak for 
from 40 cents to 50 cents. 

The region on the coast most infest®1 by 
bears is believed to be southern Oregon, 
near the California border, and from twen- 
ty to fifty miles from the ocean. In this 
district run the Illinois and Rogue rivers, 
and there, too, are many fresh water lakes, 
notably the three great Klamath lakes, 
Fish lake, Game lake, Crater lake, be- 
sides many small creeks and rivulets, all 
of which teem with fish, and about which 
are the breeding grounds for ducks and 
geese. On the banks of these fresh water 
bodies and stretching away over the flat 
country are thousands of acres of bushes 
bearing huckle and salmon berries, and the 
low mountains: are thick with the scrub 
oak, which, in the fall of the year, yields 
abundance of mast, all comprising the most 
toothsome provender for bears, as they 
will not eat flesh when they can get vege- 
table food or fish. 

In this country bears—grizzly, black or 
brown—abound. They are a nuisance to the 
farmers, on whose pigs and sheep they 
often raid, but to the hunters they are a 
source of profit and delight. There are two 
seasons in the year for bear-killing—one a 
long, the other a short one. The first is 
the fall of the year, after the mast is well 
dropped and bruin is fat from feeding on 
acorns and nuts; the second is in_ the 
spring, just as he ts coming out of the win- 
ter’s sleep. When the ground in the fall 
becomes covered with snow bruin wallows 
in fat and cannot find more to eat. Then 
he proceeds to hibernate. In thaf state his 
lair often found by the «steam rising 
through the snow from his body. In that 
condition he can be easily killed, for he 
will make no resistance. When his hiber- 
nation is over. in the early spring, he Is 
still quite fat and game for the huntsman, 
But he does not long remain in that condi- 
tion. There being no berries or mast when 
he comes out. he finds nothing to eat, and 
in about a week he is run down and as poor 
as fhe proverbial turkey of Job. In this 
low state of flesh it is wanton waste to kill 
him, and he is not hunted. Then the breed- 
ing season follows, which gives his bear- 
ship immunity from molestation. 

‘Bears slaughtered on the Oregon ranges 
are packed out on mules to the Oregon 
and California railroad station at either 
Ashland or Medford, where they are ship- 
ped to butchers in this city. It sometimes 
happens that the location where the bear 
is killed is such that the hunters can get 
the carcass out of the country in good con- 
dition. Then the pelt is taken off, and the 
meat is cut into strips and dried on wire 
netting suspended over a fire built in a 
hole in the ground, a piece of cdfivas being 
thrown over all during the process. The 
grease is also dried out, a bear weighing 
400 pounds yielding about twenty-five 
pounds of lard. This is eagerly bought by 
hotels and boarding houses in Soufhern 
Oregon for cooking purposes. In this city 
bear-fat is used by perfumers. Dried 
meat finds a market in Oregon. Occasional- 
ly a shipment of it is made to this city. 
Of all the bears which come annually to 
this market the black bear is the most 
common. The grizzly and the cinnamon 
come in very rarely, but the great bald- 
faced bear of Alaska is seen frequently 
strung up in front of Market street butcher 
shops, the carcass always attract- 
ing much publiie attention.

SUSPECTED 


Thought To Be Foul Play in Connection 
With the Absence of Mr. 
Hurt, of Bellton. 


GRADY REYNOLDS IS ARRESTED 


He Took a Ride with Hunt and the 
Latter Has Not Been Seen 
Since. 


BROTHERS MAKE INVESTIGATION 


Reynolds Bought Out Hunt’s Business 
and They Rode Away To Finish the 
Trade, and Later Reynolds Returns 
with Some of Hunt’s Personal Ef- 


fects. 


Gainesville, Ga., February 25. 
Special to The Evening Constitution. 

The little town of Bellton, fifteen miles 
distant, is in.a furor of excitement over the 
sensational developments cencerning one 
of her leading merchants, Mr. Hunt, who 
mysteriously disappeared last week. 

Mr. Hunt came to Bellton froin Greer- 
ville, 8. C., where: he has prominent femily 
connections, and put up a $1,200 stock of 
goods. He had also other property, some. 
$1,500 in cash, which ,yhe very indiscreetly 
showed about in a very careless and pro- 
miscuous manner. Some days ago Grady 
Reynolds came to Bellton from his home 
in, Hall county and negotiated with Hunt 
to purchase his business. Terms were 
agreed upon and the day set for the trade 
was Monday, the 15th instant. On that 
day Reynolds appeared and claimed that 
his money was in the bank at Harmony 
Grove and proposed that Hunt take his 
team and the two go to Harmony Grove 
to complete the deal. 

This Hunt ‘consented to do. The pair, 
with Hunt’s team, passed Gillsville and 
soon after all trace of them was lost. 

Mr. Hunt has not been seen nor heard of 
since. Reynolds returned in a day or two 
with Hunt’s horse and buggy, overcoat, 
finger ring and some other articles of 
Hunt’s personal property. . 

He at once took charge of the stock of 
goods formerly owned by Hunt and began 
closing it out at nominal figures, employ- 
ing several additional clerks. 

He sold the team to Quillian Pros, for 
$100 and has beer paying off his old debts 
pretty freely for # week past. Meantime 
Hunt’s brothers in'Greédnviile, one’a prom- 
inent lawyer and’ the other an eminent 
physician, got wind of his mysterious ¢is- 
appearance and quietly came to Béeliton 
and went to work'on the case. 

‘The suspicions Were so marked’ that there 
had been foul play that they had Colonel 
Walker to issue three warrants for the 
arrest of Reynolds. 

These warrants were sent out in different 
directions and the :marshal at Harmony 
Grove found the man, carried him to Bell- 
ton and there was'a commitment trial last 
night, developing the foregoing facts. 

This preiiminary.-investigation brought 
out one of the most complete chuains of 
circumstancial evidence ever forged pcint- 
ing to the guilt of Reynolds. 

He is now in the.jail at Bellton. A stout 
chain holds one.leg securely to a huge 
stake in the earthen floor and six armed 
men guarded him last night and today. 

Detectives are at work working up fur- 
ther evidence. Developments may impli- 
cate others. 

Reynolds is notorious through this sec- 
tion, principally from his frequent incarce- 
ration for violating the revenue iaws.

She shed tears of grief as 
she told how the boy had gone astray af- 
ter he had recovered from an attack of 
brain fever, with which he was stricken 
when he was about six years old. 

Gip was born in Roswell in 1883 and his 
father is a respectable mechanic and a 
hard working and industrious man. = Af- 
terwards the family moved to Atlanta and 
were living on Mechanic street when the 
boy was stricken with brain fever. He 
lay for many days between life and death, 
and Dr. Orme, who attended him, said it 
was a matter of doubt as to whether he 
would ever be restored to a normal condi- 
tion mentally. 

His doubts seemed to have been well- 
grounded, for the mother said today that 
the boy began to act etrangely after he 
was. able to go about, and he would leave 
the house when he felt one of his fits 
coming over him and would frequently 
crawl under the house and sleep like an 
animal. When his mother remonstrated 
with him he would tell her that he «ould 
not stay at home when he was in that 
condition. 

She had four other boys, but Gip shunned 
their society and preferred other asso-iates, 
spending a great deal of his time with the 
little negroes in the neighborhood. 

Mr. South afterwards took the stand and 


| he corroborated all the statements made 


by the mother. Ile said that he nad ap- 
plied to the ordinary to have the boy sent 
to some institution, but could xet no relief. 
He had appealed .to the.leading ministers 
of the city without avail. He had. com- 
muniecated with the different reformatories 
in the north and had met with no success 
until at last he secured a place for the 
boy in the Ohio State reformatory, where 
he remained for five months, when the 
authorities wrote to him that they could do 
nothing with the boy. 

His mother then went to bring him home 
and Gip didn’t know her when he met her. 
The boy seemed to have an inordinate Iicve 
for horses.and his father finally bought 
him a horse and wigon, thinking that ‘it 
would turn his attention into more reput- 
able and rational channels.

and took a horse belonging to a baker 
named Duffy, rode the animal to the Chat- 
tahoochee river and turned it loose and 
walked back into the city. On another oc- 
casion he took a negro’s horse, rede it to 
the Western and Atlantic railroad yards 
and after giving it as much as it would 
eat turned it loose. 

Mr. South said that Gip’s spells would 
come on about twice a month and that 
during these periods he was perfectly wild.

and when punished for the act would de- 
clare that it was not intentional.

Teachers Are Not Allowed Pay for 
Time When They Were Absent—The 
Nine Per Cent Cut Again Up for 
Consideration—An Old Ordinance

The board of education met yesterday 
afternoon with the following members 
present: Thomson, Kontz, T. A. Ham- 
mond, Connally, Lowry, Glenn, Beatie, 
tlendrix, W. R. Hammond, Pendleton, 
Smith, Bray, Calhoun, Nelson, Hiulsey arfi 
Mason, 

Superintendent Slaton: read his report 
for the past month. He laid considerable 
stress on the good work the Girls’ Night 
school wes doing. There had been little 
among the children except the 
mumps, which had had full sway. Three 
eases of scarlet fever had been reported. 

A little breeze arose when the report of 
the finance committee came up for con- 
sideration. It was shown that President 
‘thomson had instructed the superintendent 
to pay the teachers for time which they 
had lost by absences. Thts ‘amounted to 
128. President Thomson explained that 
1e had taken this action because the res- 

lution adopted by the board at its last 
ession had authorized the payment of 
alaries with a reduction of 9 per cent, 
ind nothing was said about docking the 
teachers for time lost. It was explained 
that it was the intention of the board to 
follow the same old rule in this mat- 
ter. ; 

President Thomson stated that he believ- 

d the former action of the board was 
illegal and he did not think the teachers 
hould suffer in one way from an unlaw- 
‘ul act and not receive a benefit in an- 
other direction. 

NOT PAID FOR TIME AWAY. 

The finance ecmmittee recommended that 
-he teachers be not paid for lost time, and 
he recommendation was adopted. 

It was shown that the m! of the 
ard stated thet there was to be a gen- 
‘ral cut of 9 per cent, and Captain Lowry 
said that his resolution on inat subject, 
Vhich he had had copied by Mr. G. N., 
iurtel, of The Evening Constitution, was 
vorded so as to read: “A reduction of 9 
yer cent, or as much as might be neces- 
aary.’* On motion, the minutes were cor- 
rected so as to read as in that way. 

In this connection Superintendent Slaton 
made a statement to the effect that the 
percentage of Captain Lowry came withia 
j2 of the appropriation. This was wonder- 
fully close figuring. 

It was the sense of the board that if 
at the close of the session there was any 
money over and above the salaries paid 
vith the reduction of 9 per cent, the sur- 
Mus would be given the teachers. 

President Thomson called the attention 
f the board to the fact that he was in 
‘eceipt of a coramunication from the mayor 
alling his attention to aw ordinance re- 
juiring advertisements for supplies to 
through the hands of the city comp- 
troller. 

“If this ordinance is enforced,” declared

University Lectures. 


The course of university extension lec- 
tures given by Professor Dunn, under the 
auspices of the Woman’s Club, has been 
most successful and profitable. Mrs. J. 
K. Ottley, president of the club, and Mrs. 
A. E. Buck, chairman of the university 
committee, should feel very much gratified 
at the success of their efforts in the mat- 
ter. 

These lectures were not undertaken by 
the club for the purpose of making money. 
The original design was to present to the 
members of the club a specific line of work 
and to assist other towns in Georgia to 

‘do the same thing for their club mem- 
bers and for the public in general. To do 
this, it was necessary for the Atlanta club 
to make money enough, if possible, to as- 
sist other towns in the circuit in paying 
expenses, should they be unable to do this 
for themselves, thus assuming responsibil- 
ity for the entire enterprise. However, 
the enterprise was so successful that the 
club succeeded in clearing over $200. 

The circuit of five towns taking the course 
of university extension lectures worked 
out with great success in every particular. 
Every, town paid up without delay or diffi- 
culty all that was due. As to benefits ac- 
cruing, it may be said that Atlanta proba- 
bly received most monetary and least iIn- 
tellectual profit from the course. This may 
doubtless be explained by the fact that 
Atlanta’s audience being much larger than 
that in any other town, less discussion 
could take place and so much of the study 
spirit was missed. In Knoxville, for in- 
Stance, a group of about forty people, near- 
ly of a kind in point of mental culture and 
desires, met in private parlors, and after 
each lecture spent an hour or more in dis- 
cussing the lecture on scientific lines. They 
held a meeting a week after the course 
closed to summarize what they had learn- 
ed and to form a University Extension 
Club to insure lectures in the future. 

Mecon expects to undertake at once a 
university extension course in literature, 
conducted by one of the professors at Wes- 
leyan, who is a University of Chicago man, 
and a study class running in connection 
with lectures. The original promoters of 
the movement in the different cities have 
been Miss Crozier and Miss Rule, of Knox- 
ville; the Woman's Club of which Mrs. J. 
Linsley. Johnson is president, of Rome. 
Professor D. Z. Abbott, superintendent of 
education, and Mrs. Robert Parks, of Ma- 
con; also Dr. John A. Hammond, president 
of the Wesleyam college; Mrs. Barbrey and 
others; Mrs. J. N. Cochrane and Professor 
Branson, of Barnesville. 

All the centers were secured through 
Atlanta’s efforts, so all the good results 
may form a part for her personal gratifi- 
cation in the success of the entire circuit. 

One of the most gratifying fruits of the 
work in Atlanta is the fact that six or 
eight persons, men and women. have ap- 
plied to Mr. Dunn to allow them to do the 
reading of the course, take the examina- 
tion and receive university credits. This 
is a splendid result and may lead to further 
work of the same sort. 

The lectures to be given by Mrs. D. Hix- 
bee Geppert, under the auspices of the 


Woman‘s Club, possess one of the most’ 


important features of the university ex- 
tension work, in that they are a number 
of lectures on one subject, thus giving a 
complete view of it. 
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The Daughters of the American Revolu- 
tion congress, in session this week in 
Washington, is very interesting and large- 
ly attenged. A great deal of routine bus- 
iness has been transacted. And in addi- 
tion to the business features has been the 
social side, which is more interesting, per- 
haps, to the pudlic at large.

A SCHOONER FIRED ON. . 


Spanish Gunboat Chases and Throws 
Solid Shot at the S. G. Haskell, 
an American Vessel. 


Delaware Breakwater. February 26.—Pre- 
sumably taken for a filibuster by what the 
captain thinks was a Spanish gunboat, the 
schooner 8S. G. Haskell. which arrived here 
yesterday from Cienfuegos, was thrice fired 
on off the Cuban coast on the uight of 
February 7th. The Haskell left Clenfuegos 
on February 7th and as she was beating 
her way out to sea that night off the 
mouth of the San Juan river those aboord 
observed two flashes and the revorts of 
guns from somewhere in toward shore. 

The Haskell’s. people paid no particular 
attention to the guns, as they did not sup- 
pose that they were directed toward them, 
but at third report and the whistie of a 
solid shot passing close by and falling into 
the sea beyond the schooner speedily un- 
deceived them. 

With his night glass the captain made 
out a steamer following close after them 
and showing no lights. He was able to 
see that the steamer had a low black hull 
and the upper works were painted some 
light color. After the third shot and ap- 
proaching quite close, but without hailing, 
the steamer put about and steamed shore- 
ward without further molesting the Has- 
kell. 


LITHONIA BANK FAILS, 


The Lithonia bank went into the hands 
of a receiver yesterday afternoon. 
This institution was organized as a branch 


of the Union Loan and Trust Company, of 
Atlanta, one of the concerns in which W. 
€. Hale was interested. It had a capital 
stock of $10,000, $3,000 of it being taken by 
citizens of Lithonia and the other $7,000 by 
the Atlanta home office. 

The failure was caused by the collapse 
of the State Savings bank, of Atlanta, and 
the Union Loan and Trust Company g0- 
ing into they hands of a receiver. The Lith-

WHERE FAMOUS MEN SLEEP. 


A Stroll Threugh the Congressional 
Cemetery at Washington. 


From The Philadelphia Public Ledger. 

In the congressional cemetery, near the 
northeast limits of the city of Washington, 
approached by a badiy paved road and 
through a section not even distinguished 
for brick dwellings, are the graves of Vice 
presidents, members of cabinets, senators 
and representatives, veterans of the wor 
of 1812, the Mexican war and the civil war, 
and a thost of others not unknown to the 
history of the country. The cemetery is 
favorably enough located, ‘and lies on a 
gentle slope facing the river, but below on 
one side rumbles the traffic of the Pennsyl- 
vania railroai, and on the other is a bleak 
common, distinguished in the city’s annals 
as a place of bad repute. Just to the left 
rise the grim walls of the city jail and its 
outhouses. This old burying ground has 
been used by congress for the interment 
of the members ever since the beginning 
of the century. Until 1872 memoria! stones 
were erected to every member of congress 
who died, whether in Washington or at his 
home. There are 160 of these stones in all, 
arranged in four or five rows, but the ugli- 
ness of their designs marring what might 
be; except for its surroundings, a pretty 
spot, 

Side by side near the gateway are the 
tombs of George Clinton and Elbridge Ger- 
ry. Gerry, who died suddenly on his way 
to the capitol in 1814, while vice president 
of the United States and president of the 
senate, has an wunpropitious stone about 
ten feet high, pyramidal in form, decorated 
with rococo ornaments and surrounded by 
an urn. This monument was erected by or- 
der of congress in 1823. The Clinton monu- 
ment has a severely plain base, with a 
pyramidal top piece, upon which is carved 
the profile of the governor, indifferently 
done in bas relief. A few feet further on 
is a large oblong block, with no ornament 
whatever, upon whick is the following in- 
scription: 
Here lie the remains of 

Tobias Lear. 
He was early distinguished 
as the 
Private Secretary and Familiar Friend 
' of the 
Illustrious Washington. 

Tobias Lear, during the latter portion of 
Washington’s life, was. his secretary and 
aid, and many times does his name occur 
in the private records of Washington. 
ter Washington’s death Lear went into the 
government service, in which he died Oc- 
tober 11, 1816, while acting as accountant 
of.the war department. Just beyond is 


the grave of Samuel Aleyn Otis, for a num- 


ber of years secretary of the senate. He 


died in 1814, 

From the Otis grave there extend two 
long lines of memorial monuments erected 
by order of congress from 18605 to 1872. They 
are about four feet high, with square bases 
and round conical caps. O'Neill, the su- 
perintendent of the cemetery, is a very 
old man, and he remembers many curious 
incidents connected with these graves. In 
the case of Hon. William A. Trimble, a 
senator from Ohio, the records of the cem- 
etery show in quaint language that men 
danced at his funeral. Whether this per- 
formance was due to a desire on the part 
of Mr. Trimble that no tears should be 
shed at his death, or to the exuberance of 
the feelings of the funeral party, is nas 
revealed. There are a number of cases 
where, after some of these distinguished 
men were buried, their relatives and 
friends were sued for the cost of the lot 
é interment.

"te the east of these stones are the 
graves, simply marked, of William Pince- 
ney, of Maryland, and George Graham, who 
was secretary of war under Madison and 
died in 1830. Near these is a memorial stone 
erected by order of King Frederick Wil- 
helm, of Prussia, to the memory of Cheva- 
lier Frederick Greuhm, resident minister in 
the United States in 1823. Several feet away 
is a grave of great interest. It is that of 
an Indian chief, Push-ma-ta-ha, a Choctaw, 
which the superintendent says Is much in- 
quired after and visited every year by the 
delegations of Indians who come to see the 
secretary of interior. The stone bears this 
inscription: 

‘“Pysh-ma-ta-ha was a warrior of great 
distinction. He was wise in council, elo- 
quent in an extraordinary degree, and on 
all occasions and under ail circumstaces 
the white man’s friend.” 

There is an elaborate stone near the cen- 
ter of the cemetery to Colonel Trueman 
Cross, United States Army, who was the 
first mam killed in the Mexican war. He 
was shot by a party of Mexicans on the 
Rio Grande, in 1844, while on a raid of his 
own devising. Near this is an old-fashion- 
ed red brick vault. In it the remains of 
Dolly Madison lay for q long period. Just 
beyond this tomb is another in which the 
remains of Presidents Harrison and Taylor 
were placed pending removal to their final 
burying places. 

About fifty feet away is a shaft to Major 
General Alexander Macomb, the hero of 
Plattsburg and afterwards commander in 
chief of the Army of the United States. The 
general orders of the war department com- 
mendatory of the victory of Plattsburg 
and of Macomb’s distinguished career are 
engraved on the tablet at the side of the 
shaft. There is a large arene meng in the 
southwest corner of the cemetery erected 
to the memory of twenty-two girls who 
were killed in 18641 while m = cartridges 
for the army down at the arsenal.

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WATER FOWLS IN THE NORTHWEST. 


The Alaskan Indians Pickle the Birds 
and Keep the Eggs in Oil. 


From The Chicago Record. ) 

A part of the regular fare on the Yukon 
steamboats is wild goose. At the first mea! 
one is likely to approach this rare bird 
with a feeling of thankfulness that om’s 
lines are cast in such favored places. But 
this responsive condition of mind does not 
hold its place very long, and becomes one 

»of the hardships of the country. The bird 
is taken during its mesting season, or at its 
conclusion, and is preserved in brine as 
pork is pickled. The trade in “goose 
breasts,” as the product is called, and in 
the eggs has become a considerable item 
of local commerce. Seven or eight varieties 
of ducks and the different kinds of swans 
also are taken and sold under the same 
comprehensive name. 

Ths summer haunts of the water fow! of 
North America extend over a wide area of 
British America and Alaska. Wherever 
there are stretches of marsh land they 
come ig greater or lesser numbers, but 
their favorite nesting places are along the 
shore of Bering sea, where there are 
many thousand square miles of low swamp 
or grass land, called tundra. The numbers 
of water fowl of all kinds are decreasing, 
but it is only within the last few years 
that this fact has become more apparent. 
Various gun clubs are becoming fnterested 
in the question. The fish and game com- 
mission of the state of California is mak- 
ing an investigation in the hope of finding 
a remedy to save them from extermina- 
tion, and I am informed that congress has 
made an appropriation with the same end 
in view. 

Anyone with an idea that the guns of the 
sportsmen are any sort of a factor in the 
extermination of the birds should visit 
Alaska during the nesting period. From 
time immemorial the Eskimos have taken 
eggs and fowls during the short season 
they were available. There is no system of 
“candling’’ eggs to determine their grade 
in vogue among the natives. An egg is an 
egg to them at any period of incubation, 
and as long as the season lasts they live 
in riotous plenty. 

Formerly they were ‘contented with what 
they could eat during the season, but since 
they have come into closer contact with 
white people they have learned more thor- 


| ough methods, and now they provide ergs

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and birds to last the whole year through. 
They dry: or pickle the flesh, and the eggs 
in barrels of muckaluck— 
walrus oil. An addled g00se egg kept about 
a year in rancid oll appeals strongly to an 
Eskimo’s peculiarly cultivated taste. 

Of late years the outlet for the product 
of water fowl has become extended, and 
the eggs and geese have become regular 
Articles of sale. In addition to their natural 
craftiness in hunting the natives have 
learned system from the whites. An erg 
taken at any time durine the season is 
eatable, but to be salable it must be fresh, 
so the Eskimos divide their territory 
among themselves, and make a systematic 
round of the nests each day during the lay- 
ing season. They get an egg every day 
from each goose’s nest, and finally, when 
her spirit is broken and she refuses to 
yield longer, she is snared with a noose of 
sinew and goes into pickle, while+«her nest 
is left off the route. 

The geese do not fly during the period 
of nesting, but the marsh grass and low 
bushes offer a place of refuge from their 
pursuers. That they are not exterminated 
in one season is due to the gact that there 
are not enough natives to cover the whole 
ground systematically. As it is, they make 
excursions daily In their muckaluck canoes 
into new fields, and in a few hours are able 
to load their little boats. They take many 
young goslings before they are old enough 
to run. 

The fresh eggs and old birds are trad- 
ed to various white dealers, the cost of the 
eggs to the latter being about 25 cents a 
hundred, yet last fall they were shipped to 
Forty Mile and sold at $1 a dozen. Anoth- 
er outiet for the product is among the 

* 
whalers who touch at Bering sea points. 
It is also traded to the Yukon Indians for 
furs and salmon, or even sold back to the 
Eskimos after they have exhausted their 
own supplies. 

On the broad expanse of tundra and the 
delta of the Yukon and along the coast 
either way from the river the wild fowl 
have been particularly plentiful, but are 
year by year becoming less so. It is the 
habit of the birds to return to their native 
Place for nesting, and as a consequence, 
when the stock of any locality is exhausted 
there are none to take their place, and over 
much country where they were formerly 
endless flocks now there are none. The Es- 
kimos are at great pains every year to find 
out good hunting grounds, in spite of the 
fact that with their light draught boats, 
rigged with sails, they are able to patrol a 
vast deal of coast line, penetrating innu- 
merable inlets that otherwise would be free 
from intrusion. 

Although the ducks are raided and suffer 
depletion, they are more wary than the 
geese, cnanging their nests if disturbed. or 
if pursued too closely, moving to another 
locality. The takes far inland are their 
favorite breeding places and nobody knows 
how many such bodies of water there are in 
Alaska. They are a part of every river 
system—beautiful lakes, with shores 
abounding in grasses and Succulent herb- 
age. 

The only salvation for the Water fowl of 
North America seems to bo in our govern- 
ment co-operating with Canada for their 
protection. We have no mora! right to de- 
mrive the natives of the use of the full- 
grown birds for food, but if they were pro- 
hibited from taking the eggs at any time 
it would change the present rate of exter- 
mination into a perceptible increase in the 
size of the flocks. Eskimos are obedient 
and law abiding when they understand 
their duty, and a few fame wardens could 
maintain the restrictions over a great ter- 
ritory.

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UNABLE TO DISTINGUISH COLORS. 


What Happened to an Experienced 
and Carefal Engineer. 


From The Boston Herald. 
There was a peculior case of color blind- 


ness brought to the attention of the super~- 
intendent of a local railway the other dav 
while a test of the visual organs of the 
employes was being conducted. 

Among those examined was the engineer 
of an express train. who had the reputation 
of being one of the best men who hed 
ever stood in a locomotive cab. 

To the utter surprise of the superinten- 
dent. however, when the man was undergo- 
ing the examination it was found ‘hat he 
was sufferine from color-blindness of a 
character heretofore unknown to those 
making the tests. 

When the engineer was called the super- 
intendent felt that it was almost a waste 
of time to apply the tests in his (the en- 
gineer’s) case, and after he had told of all 
the colors accurately he was contirmed in 
this belief. But to make himself doubly 
sure that no miistake should be made he 
submitted the man to a second test. Hoid- 
ing up a piece of bright red ribbon, he said 
to the engine man: 

“What color do you see?” 

“Green,”” was the prompt reply. 

The superintendent could hardly believe 
his ears and the questions was repeated. 
“Green,.”’ again replied the engineer. 

Then the green ribbon was held up. 

“What color do you now see?” inquired 
the superintendent. 

“Red,” was the answer. 

The fact that all the colors had been ac- 
curately called at the first trial puzzieu fe 
superintendent greatly, and he said to the 
engineer that he wished to subject him to 
a further examination later in the day. 

At the third trial the superintendent first 
held up a piece of blue ribbon and asked 
the engineer to name its color. 

“Blue,”” he answered, without hesitation. 

“And this?” elevating a red strip. 

“Red.”’ 3 

“Now this one?’ holding up a green. 

“Green.”’ 

This result deepened the complexity of 
the examining board and it was finaily de- 
cided to send the man to an expert oculist 
for a still further examination. It was 
subsequently learned that the engineer had 
shown the same peculiar characteristics as 
upon the three previous tests, which were 
sufficient to unfit him for service as an 
engineer. He was, therefore, taken from 
his eugine and given a lucrative vosition 
in the roundhouse.
